Taft Looks to That Committee 


for Reasonable Reduction 
Such as He Logically 
Could Approve Of. 


KEEPS ON HIS OWN SIDE. 


President for Downward Revi- 
sion, but Renders Unto Leg- 
islative Caesars Their 
Full Due.

Washington, D. C., June 12.—[Special.}— 
What will President Taft do with the tariff 
bill when he gets it? : 

No one knows, probably not even the presi- 
dent himself, because he has outlined a 
course of action which compels him to refrain 
from exerting any Influence upon congress, 
and he probably will not make up his mind as 
to his duty in the matter until the finished 
product, agreed upon in both houses, is pre- 
sented to him, 

Positive assertions that the president will 
or will not veto the tariff bill are made alike 
without authority, and the mere fact that the 
president himself still is manifestly at sea, 
not in regard tethe genera! principle but as 
to its application, is a sufficient denial of the 
truth of all these rumors. 

He positively has not pledged himself to 
anybody to do anything. When he decided 
net to interfere with congress in its legisia- 
tive work he kept his promise. It would be 
interference of the rankest kind if he should 
assure senators or representatives that he 
would or would not approve of any particular 
paragraph or schedule or the whole measure. 


Taft Has Kept Hands Off. 

He has kept hands off with scrupulous care, 
and although there is a general impression 
that he will sign any bill that takes a fair 
etep in the right direction there is no agsur- 
ance even of this. Senators and representa- 
tives and hig outside callers have nothing 
but inferences from the president's general 
tone as to what he proposes todo. He will 
wait until the conference committee finishes 
its work, and he will cross no bridges until he 
comes to them. 

President Taft believes in the constitution, 
and every act since he has been inthe White 
house has been based upon his adherence to 
the great bill of rights framed by the fathers 
of the republic. If Roosevelt had been here 
the tariff would have proceeded in congress 
as the railroad bill, only as a result of a 
series of heated conferences between states- 
men at the capitol and the dominant spirit 
in the White house. The measures-for the 
regulation of pure food, employers’ labflity, 
meat inspection, and similar legislation were 
put through congress only after a clear.unr 
derstanding between the executivé and the 
members of the two houses. The president 
did not hesitate to say that he approved or 
disapproved of any partigular paragraph 
in any bill, and while his method possibly 
was open to criticism, and while it perhaps 
was an infringment on the rights of con- 
gress it really accomplished a great deal of 
good and saved a lot of time. Most of the 
important legislation of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration was more or less dictated by 


Roosevelt. 


Complete Change of Scenery. 

Now the scene has changed completely. 
President Taft listens to gentlemen from 
congress when they call upon him, jokes 
with them, makes the room ring with his 
laughter, and leaves them for the time being 
infected with the idea that he is completely 
in sympathy with their views. It is only in 
the cold gray dawn of the morning after, 
when they have time to think things over in 
a@ room not ringing with laughter, that they 
begin to realize what has happened to them, 

The president always telis his callers from 
the hill to do their work according to their 
lights, and present it to him as a finished 
article with no by-products, when they will 
find out once and for all what he thinks of it. 
He is adhering to this plan of campaign so 
tenaciously that the contrast with the Roose- 
velt idea is almost ludicrous. Mr. Taft be- 
lieves there are three departments of the 
government, apparently—one exercising the 
right to legislate, the other wielding the exec- 
utive power, and: the third charged with the 
duty of interpreting the law in its relation 
to the constitutional power of the govern- 
ment. He believes, apparently, that he could 
no more advise congress as to the de- 
tails it should put into or take out of any 
proposed law, than he could be expected to 
review 4 decision of judges because it did not 
happen to meet his views. 


President for Revision Downward. 
That President Taft is an earnest advo- 
cate of revision downward everybody 
knows. The problem is to determine how 
much of revision of this kind there will bein 
the finished bill. That is a thing the wisest 
man in congress cannot do with anything 
like accuracy. It is true, the general ay- 
erage of the Payne bill is higher than that of 
the existing law, and the general average of 
the Aldrich bill is still higher than the Payne 
Measure. If the conference committee had 


 Bothing more to do than to strike a balance 


between the two measures the work would 
be simple. The result would still be an ad- 
Vance on the present rate of duties, taken as 
&@ whole, and yet there might be a great many 
reductions in the bill sent to President Taft 
for his signature. 

To present the situation clearly to the ay- 
erage reader not acquainted with the tntri- 
eacies of the tariff law, who does not under- 
Stand the technical method of legislation in 
cOngress, several things should be ex- 
Plained. In the first place, there are a great 
Many hundreds of articles specifically 
énumerated in a tarifflaw. There are hun- 
dreds of other articles which come under cer- 
tain general classes. Some of these articles 
&re dutiable. and some are On the free list. 

When the house of representatives under- 
took to make a new tariff, it proceeded to go 
Over every one of these afticles, one after 
@nother. In some cases the existing duties 
were reduced, and iri others they were ad- 
vanced. In a number of cases the articles 
how dutiable were put on the free list. In 
& smaller number of cases things now on the 
free list were made dutiable. 


Payne Bill Generally Higher. 

Tt is true that, generally speaking, the 
Payne bill provides for higher rates than the 
existing law. As originally submitted to the 
house, it ihcreased the present genera) ad 
valorem rate of 44.16 and made it 45.72. There 
Were increasés in nine of fourteen schedules. 
, There were slight decreases in two sched-

INSULAR REVOLT. 
REPUISE NATIVES 


Constabulary Force at Davao, 
_ Mindanao, Rebels and At- 
tacks the American 
Officers. 


BATTLE RAGES. HOURS. 


pel Assaults of Islanders and 
Troops Are Now in Hot 
Pursuit. } 


MANILA, June 18.—A portion of the sec- 
ond company of native constabulary sta- 
tioned at Davao, in the island of Mindanao, 
mutinied onthe night of June 6 and attacked 
the'company quarters, which they captured 
after wounding one of the native officers. 

After a fight lasting two hours on the fol- 
lowing day, in which one man named Libbey 
was killed and four others wounded, the mu- 
tineers took to the mountains on the approach 
of a company pf the constabulary stationed 
at Mapi, which hurried to the relief of the 
besieged Americans and loyal nativés. 


Attack Quarters at Night. 
Without any warning, the mutineers gud- 
denly attacked the quarters at night and 
gained possession of them before any re- 


non-commissioned officers and several loyal 
membérs_of the company. 

Gov. Walker of the Davao province, of 
which the city of Davao is the capital, im- 
mediately rallied the Americans and such 
natives as could betrusted in alargechurch, 
and preparations for defense hastily were 
made during the night. 


Make Ready for the Siege. 
Windows and doors were barred, loop- 
holes cut, food and water taken into the 
building, and everything made ready to with- 


stand a siege. 

At 5 o'clock on the afternoon of the 7th the 
mutineers began an attack on the church. 
For three hours the fight raged. A heavy 
fire was directed against the church and its 
defenders, but Gov. Walker and his smal! 
force replied with such vigor that they dis- 
couraged all attempts to storm the place. 

The mutineers retired and evidently ex- 
pected to await darkness under cover until 
a safer and more successful attack could be 
made on the church. 

In the meantime, however, news of the 
mutiny had reached Mati, a town of consid- 
erable size. 

This town is forty-six miles southeast of 
Davao. A company of constabulary sta- 
tioned there immediately hurried to the re- 
lief of Davao. 

Their approach caused the disloyal con- 
stabuiary force to withdraw during the 
hight. Thirty native troopers escaped to the 
mountains with their arms and equipment. 


Troops Sent After Rebels. 

With the receipt of the news of the mutiny 
today also came word that detachments of 
the Twenty-third Infantry have reached 
Daya@o and that they quickly restored order. 

Several columns of troops immediately were 
dispatched in pursuit of the mutineers. 

It is believed here that the mutiny was 
purely local, resulting fromm difficulties over 
food suplies or the care of women members 
of the family of the constabulary. 

It it thought to be confined to members of 
the one company at Davao, and the fact 
that the neighboring camp, also composed of 
natives, hurried to the relief of the besieged 
troops and Americans at the place is cited 
as proof of this. 

Insular officials express complete faith 
in the constabulary. Acting Gov. Gen. Forbes 
is absent at Pampanga, inapecting new roads. 
He expected to arrive in Manila tonight, 
when a conference with Maj. Gen, William 
P. Duval, commanding the division of the 
Philippines, will be held. 


Formation of the Force. 

Soon after the pactfication of the islands 
the constabulary of the Philippines was 
formed to police the archipelago, to combat 
the advances of the hill Moros, especially fn 
Mindanao, upon the settlements, and to do 
general police work. 

It is composed of natives under the com- 
mand of American officers and its dutif are 
similar to those of the mounted police in Can- 
ada. : 

The privates for the most part are former 
“ insurrectos "; well trained in the warfare 
of the edtintry. They are hard fighters and 
have received the praise of the high officials 
of the islands. 

There have, however, from time to time 
come harsh criticisms of the native soldiers. 
The officers deciared that they often desert- 
ed and sometimes even took up arms against 
the forces of American rule.

GUNS MUZZLE TO MUZZLE. 


Assassin Kellar Flees from Ran- 
dolph Street Resort and 
‘Falls at Theatergo- 
ers’ Feet. 


Within fifty feet of detective headquarters, 
at the saloon of “ Barney” Hertsché De- 
tective Sergeant William J. Russell was shot 
and instantly killed at 11 o'clock last night. 
His partner, Thomas Stapleton, narrowly es- 
caped a like fate. 

George Kellar, alias “ Bob.’ La Blanche, 
known to the police as a thief and confidence 
man, did- the shooting. Stapleton fired sev- 
eral shots at Kellar, wounding him twice. 
It was said at the Passavant hospital that 
he probably would die. 

Saloonkeeper Bertsche told Assistant Chief 
of Police Schuettier early this morning that 
he believed Kellar had intended to kill him. 


Shots Alarm Theatergoers. 
Occurring so close to the temporery city 
an hour when the streets were 
thronged with theatergoers homeward 
bound, the tragedy caueed intense excite- 
ment. ‘Ine fusillade of shots was heard by 
patrons of the Bismarck restaurant, Briggs 
house, and a half dozen smaller places in the 
vicinity around Fifth avenue and Randolph 
street. 

The cause of the shooting was an attempt 
made by Detective Russell to search Kellar 
for a revolver. Russell knew Kellar as a 
confidence man and spoke to him on enter- 
ing the saloon. In response to Russell's 
question: *‘ What are you doing for a liy- 
ing?’ Kellar replied: 

“T’'ve got some concessions at Riverside 
park.”’ 

Russell, Stapleton, and Kellar had a drink 
at the bar and, then: walked, to a two seated 
stall, where they sat down. Then a drink 
was ordered, but, before it was served Rus- 
sell leaned over toward Kellar and said; 
‘* Let's see if you've got a gun.” 


Replies with a Fusillade. 

In a flash Kellar whipped out a revolver 
and began firing. Three bullets hit the de- 
tective—one in the breast, another in the 
head, and the third in the neck. Russel] 
drew his revolver just as the first missile 
tore a hole In his breast. The weapon was

found on thre table fm front of which he sat.

Having received no warning from Rus-

gell that he was going to search Kellar, his 


partner was not prepared for the sudden 
shooting. Before Stapleton could draw his 
own revolver Kellar had fired a fourth 
shot which grazed the detective’s head. 
Stapleton, who is known as “ Big Tom," 
was blinded by the flash of powder, but he 
showed the stuff of which he is made. Only 
two or three feet apart, he and Kellar faced 
each other in the duel. The detective prove’ 
the quicker and a bullet from his revolver 


struck Kellar. 


Determined to Die Game. 

Kellar was determined to die game and he 
fired another shot, which passed so close to 
Stapleton’s ear that it clipped off a bit of 
the lobe. The detective replied with two 
more shots, one bullet hitting his opponent 
in the breast 

With one cartridge still left in his gun, Kel- 
lar turned and ran toward the Fifth avenue 
entrance of the saloon. As he got to the 
door he wheeled around and fired his last 
shot at Stapleton. He then reeled across the 
car tracks in Fifth avenue and fel! on the 
sidewalk near the corner of Randolph street. 


Disarms Wounded Man. 

Patrol Sergeant Kilgore, a crack shot of 
the police department, had heard the shoot- 
ing a block away. He was running toward 
the saloon when he saw Kellar fall, while 
still waving his revolver. Not Knowing that 
the weapon was empty, Kilgore placed his 
own revolver to the fallen man’s head and 
disarmed him. 

Several detectives who were on reserve 
duty at headquarters and men from the 
office of Assistant Chief Schuettler heard 
the shots and ran to the saloon, which is at 
104 Randolph street. 

Lieutenant of Detectives Andy Rohan was 
standing in the doorway of the city hall at 
the time and he was the first person toreach 
the scene, 

Clutching his revolver in his hand, the 
lieutenant entered the resort through the 
Randolph street door. A cloud of smoke per- 
meated the place. 


Wounded Sleuth Arrests Man. 

In his rush through the saloon, the lieu- 
tenant saw the form of Russell lying in the 
stall. He recognized him, and at that mo- 
ment Stapleton returned from the Fifth ave- 
nué entrance, having followed his assailant 
to the door. 

Lieut. Rohan ordered the arrest of the bar- 
tender, Joseph Jones, and three or four others 
who were in the place at the time. Despite 
his wound, Stapleton arrested one of them 
and took him to the lockup in the city hall. 

This prisoner was Thomas Walsh, a for- 
mer bartender for Bertsche. He was sitting 
in an adjoining stall during the shooting. 

Assistant Chief Schuettler was notified and 
he came from his residence at once. 

Just as he arrived at his office “ Barney ” 
Bertsche, who had been toa theater, returned 
to his saloon and learned of the tragedy. 
He went to the office of the assistant chief 
and told him what he knew about Kellar, 
and the threat of the latter to kill the sa- 


loonkeeper. 


Recognizes ““Gimlet Man.” 


Soon after 1 o'clock this morning the as- 
sistant chief went to the Passavant hospital. 
He recognized the wounded man as George 
Byfitt, a @esperate thief, who is known to 
the police as the ‘“‘ Gimleft Man.” 

Detective Sergeant Russell was 38 years 
old and had been connected with the police 
force fifteen years. He lived with his wife 
and familly at 519 South Waller avenue, 
Austin, . 2 

Stapleton is 48 years old and lives at 971 
Douglas boulevard. 

It was reported that Kellar belonged to 
the “ Skfnny "' Madden faction of the Sheet 
Metal Workers’ union, which anization 
held an élection of officers in the evening at 
Fitapatrick’s hall, 204 Washington street.

Thinks Punishment Is Just. 

E. L. Masters, Mr. Darrow’s law associate. 
who holds the conventional view as to what 
should be done with persons found guilty of 
crimes, declared that in his opinion the re- 
fusal of the governor and the board of par- 
dons to extend clemency to Smith was the 
only procedure possible in the face of the 
evidence,that had been presented. 

“I am firm in the belief that Smith got 
away with a lot of money from the Bank of 
America,”’ said Mr. Masters. “It was shown 
so plainly as to admit of no further discus- 
gion. I have no desire to appear trium- 

* phant over the final decision against Smith. 
but In all honesty I must say that to me it 
appears absolutely just that Smith be made 
to pay the price of his wrongdoing like any 
other man found guilty of a like offense. I 
thought he ought to be punished when I went 
to Springfield with Mr. Darrow, and I think 
so now. The evidence that Smith looted es- 
tates of which he was administrator, and 
got away with everything he could in a mer- 
ciléss manner -weighed heavily with me 
against him. 

“I cannot resist the conclusion that he 
got away with a large amount of money from 
the Bank of America. Where he put it I am 
unable to say. For all I know, he may have 
hidden it, or, perhaps, gambled it away in 
speculation.”’ 

Mandate Is Without Precedent. 

A iawyer who has made a study of the case 
said: 

“Mr. Smith is in a particularly hopeless 
situation so far as help from the courts in 
Chicago is concerned. I do not believe any 
local court will interfere with thé mandate 

- of the Supreme court.

Smith’s Defense of Himself. 

In a burst of confidence, while his case was 
pending at Springfield, Smith summed up his 
feelings to a friend in this way: 

“Iam in a fix because I was a fool. I 
thought I could become a great banker. I 
never intended to defraud anybody and I at- 
tribute the conditions in the bank to the 
fact that I didn’t know anything about the 
banking laws.

Unable to Show Innocence. 

When pressed for explanations of cloudy 
transactions which appeared far from leguti- 
mate as banking business, he prepared a 
statement which did not explain sufficiently 
to convince the governor and the board of 
pardons. It would have been a long stride 
fin the direction of liberty for Smith had he 
been able to convince the governor that he 
did not profit in the bank failure. 

At every paragraph of his defense, Smith 
faced charges presented by Attorneys Dar- 
row and Masters, saying that he made money 
out of the bank and had falsified affidavits 
presented to the board of pardons.

AUTO CRASHES INTO WINDOW. 


‘Two Occupants Hurled Out and Stunned, 
eee but Recover—Machine Is 
Wrecked. 
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Saloon Passengers, Safe on the 
Steamer Prinzess Irene, Due 
at Gibraltar Today. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNZE.] 
HORTA, Fayal, Azores, June 12.—For the 
second time within the year the use of wire- 
less telegraphy has prevented a disaster at 
sea, and the passengers of a giant ocean liner 
have been taken off in safety when their 

ship was in danger of foundering. : 
As in the wreck of the liner Republic after 
the collision with the Italian liner Florida, 
the C. Q. D. appeal for help sent through the 
air summoned aid to the 410 passengers and 
crew of 200 who were imperiled by the strand- 
ing of the Cunarder Slavonia off the coast of 

Flores island and permitted their rescue. 
This time the distress signal was picked up 
by the wireless operator on the North Ger- 
man Lloyd steamer, the Prinzess Irene. At 
the time of the receipt of the message, shortly 
before midnight Wednesday night, the Irene 
was 180 miles to the westward of the Azores. 


Liner Hastens to Rescue. 

The appeal of the Slavonia told of the po- 
sition in which the stranded vessel lay and 
the captain ofthe Prinzess Irene gave orders 
to change its course and the vessel went 
ahead at full speed, fifteen knots an hour, 
to the designated location, two miles south- 
west of Flores island. 

The Prinzess Irene arrived alongside the 
Slavonia on Thursday afternoon. It was ar- 
ranged that it should take on board the cabin 
passengers of the Cunarder, and work to that 
end was at once begun. All] Thursday night 
was taken up with the transfer and the 110 
passengers, men, women, and children, were 
on board by daylight. 

Early Friday morning the Prinzess Irene 
left the Slavonia for Gibraltar. 

In the meantime the wireless calls for 
help sent out by the Slavonia had been heard 
by the Hamburg-American line steamer Ba- 
tavta, which also hastened to the scehe of 
the wreck. ‘The intermediate and steerage 
passengers of the Slavonia were tranSferred 
to this vessel. 


Uncharted Rock Caused Wreck. 
‘Some few details as to the wreck of the 
Slavonia were received today. The vessel 
was proceeding. at its usual speed when it 
struck a sunken rock, which, it is said, was 
not marked on the charts. 

An immense hole was ripped in the bottom 
of the Slavonia, through which the sea 
rushed in huge volumes. The vessel filled 
rapidly, but was prevented from sinking by 
the fact that its hull was resting on the 
rock. 

There was great excitement among the 
passengers, and the officers had, much diffi- 
culty in restraining them, especially the 
Italians in the steerage. The shore was two 
miles distant from the place where the acci- 
dent occurred, and the Slavonia’s boats made 
ready to transfer the passengers if the 
steamer showed any signs of breaking up. As 
it held well together, the passengers became 
calmer and waited anxiously for a response 
to the wireless call for help. 

The reply from the Prinzess Irene was 
communicated to the passengers, and they 
then settled down calmly to await the arrival 
oftherescuer. A heavy sea was running when 
the transfer of the passengers was under- 
taken and several of them were slightly in- 
jJured while being takep to the other vessels. 


Crew Is Sent to Shore. 

There remained on boar@ the Slavonia 
only the members of the crew, but, according 
to the latest intelligence received here, the 
entire ship’s company left the wreck and 
went ashore at Velas, on the Isiand of Flores, 
some time Friday morning. At that time the 
Slavonia was full of water. 

The steerage passengers after being trans- 
ferred to the Batavia were landed on Flores 
island. They will be furnished with funds 
by the officials of the Cunard line and taken 
to the European ports for which they were 
bound. 

It is declared here that in the rescue of the 
Slavonia’s passengers the wireless feat of 
the steamer Republic was equaled, if hot ex- 
celled. §. Coles, wireless operator of the 
wrecked steamer Slavonia, is the hero of the 
latest sea drama. Coles is an Englishman. 


FIRST MESSAGE FROM CAPTAIN. 

New York, June 12.—The first cablegram 
from Capt. Dunning of the wrecked steamer 
Slavonia wap received today by the agents 
of the Cunard line here, It was forwarded 
by an agent of the line in Liverpool, and read 
as folllows: 

“Blavonia ashore on south side of Flores 
island. Passengers safely landed; proceeding, 
saloon, on steamship Prinzess Irene, third class 
on ship Batavia.” 

From the wording of this message the.Cu- 
nard agents were of the opinion that the 
passengers were first landed on Flores island 
and then taken on board the steamers. 

The agents here of the owners of the Prin- 
zess Irene and Batavia were inclined to the 
belief that they would have no further re- 
ports from either of the steamers until they 
reached a continental port. 


Rescuer Is Nearing Gibraltar. 

The Prinzess Irene, which left New York 
June 5, went out of port with a full passenger 
list, and while the addition of 110 passengers 
from the Slavonia will crowd her accommo- 
dations, the discomfort will not be for long, 
as it should reach Gibraltar Sunday night or 
Monday morning. 

The Batavia has better accommodations 
for intermediate and steerage ‘passengers 
than has the Prinzeso Irene, and this prob- 
ably is why the second and third class pas- 
sengers were transferred to thé Hamburg- 
American liner. 

Flores island, where. the Slavonia is 
aground, is the most westerly of the Azores 
group. Many dangerous reefs surround the 
island, which is of volcanig,origin, and a 
great reef extends seaward to the south west. 

The Slavonia is comparatively a new ship, 
having been launched only six years ago, and 
is one of the great immigrant carriers of the 
line. Capt. A. G. Dunning, the commander, 
has been in the service twenty years and 
never before had any serious trouble,

Detroit, Mich., June 12.—Traffic Manager

MICHIGAN GRAFT TRIAL HERE 


Hearing on Milton A. Daily’s Ha- 
beas Corpus Writ This Week. 


FAMOUS STATE PRISON CASE. 


Chicago Man Says He Expects to Prove 
His Innocence. 


A further effort to escape extradition will 
be made on Thursday by Milton A. Daily of 
Chicago, indicted in Michigan on charges 
of bribery and obtaining meney from the 
state by false pretenses. Gov. Deneen having 
signed an order for extradition, Daily’s at- 
torneys secured a writ of habeas corpus on 
which a hearing was to have been had in 
the criminal court here last Tuesday. The 
Michigan attorneys secured a continuance to 
this week. 

Daily has an office at 115 Dearborn street. 
and resides at 1624 Kegmore avenue. Frank 
Daily, his son, mentioned in the Michigan 
penitentiary graft investigation, has an office 
at the same address and lives at Crown Point. 

Assistant Attorney General McGill of Mich- 
igan and Specia! Counsel Barkworth of Jack- 
son will represent the Wolverine state in the 
coming hearing. 

Daily’s defense, when he went to Spring- 
field with an attorney and tried to persuade 
Gov. Deneen net to sign the extradition pa- 
pers, was that. he was not in the state of 
Michigan May 18, 1908, when his son Frank 
handed what is said to have been a $1,500 
bribe to Allen N. Armstrong, then warden of 
the prison at Jackson. This bribe was paid. 
it is alleged, because Armstrong helped Daily 


.work off on the state of Michigan~ some 


painted over second hand binder twine ma- 
chinery for the price of new equipment. 


Expects to Defeat Prosecution. 

“Of course I expect to win when my. case 
comes to a hearing,’’ Daily said last night. 
“As a matter of fact, I have not been in 
Michigan since 1907, so how could I have 
committed @ crime there last year? 

“There is nothing to the bribery story. 
Other charges in regard to any irregularity 
in my sales of sisal to the.prigon are equally 
groundless.” 

The operations of Daily and his subse- 
quent fight to escape trial have been a sen- 
sation in Michigan political history. It Is 
said he has had business also in other states 
in which a binder twine factory has been 
established at a prison. 

Daily has worked as agent for the Hoover 
& Gamble company. Miamisburg, O., and also 
for certain sisal growers. He put in a-bid 
for furnishing new machinery for the Jack- 
son prison, and then slipped in a plant he had 
bought at a bargain in Canada, the Michi- 
gan authorities say. This second hand equip- 
ment, it is asserted, had been taken to the 
Ohio shop of the Hoover & Gamble company 
and given a dressing up so that it would pags 
casual inspection. The warden at Jackson, 
Armstrong, covered up the trail, according to 
agreement with Daily, it is said, and the 
fraud was not discovered until later and then 
by accident, after a breakdown. 


Sisal Deal Also Alleged. 

After the plant had been installed and be- 
fore the fraud had been discovered, Daily is 
charged with having worked another swin- 
dle on the state through the sale to it of the 
sisal, the raw material for making binder 
twine. The superintendent. John Brewer, 
was given his position on Daily's recommen- 
dation, and the state charges served the 
latter by seeing to it that his sisal was ac- 
cepted regardiess of short weight or ques- 
tionable character. Sisal from other sources 
could not pass muster, as Brewer invariably 
reported it sKort in weight or inferior in 
quality. 

Brewer, who also knew al! about the ma- 
chinery deal, at last mede a confession. 
Armstrong followed suit. They said Daily 
had paid them 12 cents a bale for all sisa!] 
bought from him. They also pointed out that 
the prison records had been doctored so that 
it was impossible to tell the quotation price 
made by Dally.

A motion to have the case reinstated was 
made a week ago Saturday and again yes- 
terday, but the hearing was continued by 
Judge Chetlain until next Saturday because 
counsel for Mr. Crabbe had not seen a copy of 
Miss Murray's affidavit in support of the 
motion. 

* Miss Murray simply did not know what 
she was doing when she had the suit dis- 
missed."’ Mr. Olson saici ‘“* She believed that 
the case could be opened at any time. She 
had no idea of relinquishing all claims for 
damages.” 

Miss G. Howe isthe woman who ts taking 
such an active interest in Miss Murray's 
case and is said to have ‘* control " over the 
latter. She was employed by Crabbe at his 
flat, 5624 Michigan avenye, when Miss Mur- 
ray went therein July, 1907, to take charge of 
the apartment. and since the institution of the 
damage suit has been Miss Murray's con- 
stant companion. The two now live together 
at 491 La Salle avenue. 


“Ridiculous,’’ Says Miss Howe. 


“Tt is ridiculous,” Miss Howe sali last 
night, when told that she was said to have a 
hypnotic influence over her friend. ‘‘I am 
merely interested in Miss Murray’s affairs 
because we have been friends for years. We 
almost were reared together. I got Miss Mur- 
ray to go to Crabbe’s flat to take charge of It. 

“Yes, I did have her dismiss the case be- 
cause of the unpleasant notoriety that the 
hearing of the trial would cause. No. she did 
not want the suit dismissed, and does not 
want it dismissed now. I do not know what 
will be done with it. There are some persons 
who desire the case to be dropped and some 
who do not.”" 

Mise Howe said Miss Murray could not be 
seen. 

“T can Go the talking for Miss Murray,”’ 
she said. “She does not care to say any- 
teing.”’

Attorneys’ Views of the Case.

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ILLINOIS TROOPS 70 INDIANA 


First Infantry, I. N. G., to In- 
vade State for Auto Race. 


Fact Crack Chicagoans Will Guard 
Course Agitates Them. 


The First infantry, Illinois National guard, 
will invade the sister state of Indiana next 
Thursday night, and thereby is causing much 
ruction in army and national guard circies, 

The Illinois troops, in comrplete marching 
order, fully armed and equipped, cross the 
lliinois-Indiana boundary line for the busi- 
ness of patrolling the twenty-five miles of 
the course of the automobile races next Fri- 


day and Saturday. 

It is true that permission has been secured 
from Gov. Marshall of Indiana for the Illi- 
nois soldiery to enter the state on a peace- 
able mission, and that Gov. Deneen granted 
the permit on behalf of the state of Lilinois 
for the First to cross the state line. Both 
of these necessary details were attended to 
before Joseph B. Sanborn accepted the propo- 
sition of the Chicago Automobile club to 
keep the people off the track while the Cobe 
trophy races were in progress. 


Praise Starts Talk of Ethics. 


The Army and Navy Journal, one of the 
recognized service papers of the regular army 
and of the national guard, editorially com- 
mented upon the fact that the Illinois regi- 
ment, which long has borne the honors 
which go with the “‘ Dandy First,” had un- 
dertaken the job of road policemen. This 
comment started all sorts of talk within the 
ranks of the nationa! guard and the incident 
promises to be fanned into more or less of 
a flame in connection with the discussion of 
national guard ethics. 

Involved in the argument is veiled criticism 
of Gov. Marshall for permitting the Illinois 
troops to come into his state, added to sim- 
ilar criticism of Gov.

Officials of the Chicago Automobile club 
declare the “reason for choosing a Chicago 
infantry regiment for the duty is that the 
regiment is a compact organization, can be 
moved readily to the scene of the races, and 
that Chicago is much nearer to the race 
course than are the home stations of enough 
Indiana national guard companies which 
would be required to do the job. 


Hike in Heavy Marching Order. 

Col. Sanborn’s regiment hikes into Indiana 
just as it would were it called out for active 
service and armed and equipped as it will be 
when it goes into camp near Ligin, July 10. 

One battalion is to be kept on duty near 
Crown Point to preserve order in the vUlage 
of Crown Point and at the grand gtand.

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| ‘The Oaks club at Austin entertained at 


BODY FOUND IN OLD SHAFT 


Neck Gashed and Murder in Illi- 
nois Tunnel Feared. 


INVESTIGATION BY POLICE. 


‘aad of Company Report No Em- 
ployes Are Missing. 


The body of a laborer, supposed to be George 
Hammond of German Valley, I1l., was found 
yesterday in an abandoned shaft of the Lli- 
nois Tunnel company, at State street and 
Eldredge court.

Woman’s Name on Paper. 

Upon a piece of wrapping paper in one 
pocset was written “ Lucy Allen, 8518 Mor- 
gan street.” Another card bore the name, 
George Thomas, Dover. 

Detectives from the Central and Harrison 
street police station were put to work upon 
the case. J. W. Callahan, superintendent of 
the tunnel company, states that no laborers 
working upon the tunnel have been reported 
missing, and the superintendent believes the 
man was killed and thrown inthe shaft. The 
shaft was abandoned fifteen months ago. 


Shaft Is Under Saloon. 

The tunnel opens upon Grant park. Over 
a basement which connects with the sheft. 
is a saloon conducted by William L. Price. 
The body was found by Gustave Kuserowskl, 
who had been sent to pump out water that 
had accumulated in the shaft. 

The man's body has been removed to un- 
dertaking rooms at 518 Wabash avenue. 
From appearances the body had been in the 
tunnel several months. 

It is estimated the man was 45 years old, 
was 5 feet 9 inches tall, and weighed 165 
pounds.

“ The telephoto camera has been improved 
so much that it now is practicable. It is like 
a camera with a field glass attachment in 
its results. I propose taking a telephoto 
camera up in a balloon and spying out thé 
game in the vicinity. Then, with the camera, 
we can get pictures of game in its natural 
state without arousing suspicion on the part 
of the animals and have them as large as 
if they were taken at close range with an 
ordinary camera. Also, bird’s-eye views of 
the magnificent scenery will be obtained, 


Can Spy Out the Game. 

“ For actual hunting purposes the balloong 
will be highly valuable for the discovery of 
the game, instead of wasting time beating 
the bush to discover where it is. As I under- 
stand it, the grass is so high there that you 
have to be fairly on top of game before you 
can see it.

Prisoner Who Chose, Life of Crime 
Ends Days in Auburn. 


COURT’S HANDS TIED BY LAW 


“Sad Case,’’ Judge Comments, but He 
Has No Other Alternative. 


Syracuse, N. Y., June 12.—[{Special. )}—‘**They 
tell me I've got to do a life sentence for $17 
worth of chickens, and I don't think it’s 
right," pleaded Charies H. Chaffee, as, trem- 
bling and fearful, he stood before the County 
court to be sentenced to hard labor in Au- 
burn prison for the remainder of his natural 
life. 

While the law, which gave Judge Ross no 
option in the matter of a life sentence after a 
fourth conviction. provides that after the 
maximum, tess computation, for a second of- 
fense, the parole board may allow liberty, 
there is no chance for Chaffee. as he already 
has half of a twenty year term coming to 
him. 


Blames It All to His Wife. 

But Chaffee did not go to prison without 
an attempt to blame his wife, the woman 
who sat beside. him during his trial for bur- 
glary in stealing chickens from Fred Hall's 
coop at Camillus. 

“IT did the best I could for that woman,”’ 
whined Chaffee. ‘' Three times I came home 
and found it gone out from under me. Ieven 
went to the judge and to Mr. Standen, the 
assistant district attorney, for advice, but 
Mr. Standen told me he would not protect me 
if I abandoned my wife. But I went to Roch- 
ester and she followed and pleaded with me 
to come back. Every dollar I could rake and 
scrape for three years went into this home. 
Today it stands there and I stand here. 

“There were words between my wife and 
myself, and I left home and committed this 
crime. It was only. petit larceny, but I must 
go for life, I suppose.”’ 

Saved Once Before by Parole. 

Assistant District Attorney Standen said 
the court had _ no discretion in the matter and 
that the indictment had been drawn with a 
life sentence in view. He said it was what 
ought to.be done with Chaffee, who had been 
saved once from the charge of assault with 
intent to kill his wife. It was on Dec. 8, 1896, 
that Chaffee got his sentence of nineteen 
years and six months and was allowed to go 
on parole in 1906. 

Judge Ross said it was a sad case and sim- 
ply the result of the prisoner's own selection. 
The life sentence was not because he stole 
$17 worth of chickens, but because he had se- 
lected a life of crime. Chaffee is 45 and a 
carpenter by trade. He comes from Newark, 
Wayne county, N. ¥

London Scandals Easy to Hide. 

The manner in which the suicide of Mme. 
Ruiz was suppressed for more.than three 
weeks shows how cases in the minor courts 
of London can be hidden for a long time. 
sometimes forever, by the usé’of a little 
money. It is the knowledge of this fact that 
has aroused the storm of protest against the 
present system and probably will bring many 
changes in the courts. 

As an example of the ease with which of- 
ficial recorcs can be concealed from the pub- 
lic, it f@ recalled here that one of the most 
scandalous divorce cases which has taken 
place in London for years recently was com- 
pletely hushed by the expenditure of only 
$17. 

There are two causes which lead to this 
ease in deceiving the public. One is the 
supposed dishonesty of the. attaches of the 
lower courts and the other is the system 
which the great metropolitan newspapers 
have of collecting their news from the courts. 
The newspapers, instead of using their own 
men as reporters in the lower courts, depend 
entirely on the reports of the underpaid news 
agency reporters. One reform which cer- 
tainly will result from the Ruiz tragedy will 
be the reformation of this system. ‘ 


Money Used Too Freely. 


The fact that the latest scandal came to 
the surface at last was not due to the stint 
of money but rather to the free hand with 
which it was distributed. The money was 
splashed around with the utmost lavishness 
and so much of it became apparent at once 
that suspicions were aroused and investiga- 
tion showed the source and cause of the dis- 
tribution. 

While even after the uncovering of the 
scandal attempts were made to hush it up, 
and even the personal effects of Mme. 
Ruiz, including her jewelry and plate, were 
taken to France by her agent, enough has 
been found to make it clear that the woman 
was driven to take her life through the belief 
she had been supplanted in the affections of 
Vanderbilt. 

She had been most happy in her relations 
with the millionaire until the last few weeks 
and there is no doubt she was deeply in love 
wih him. It was not until after she had been 
est in the Grosvenor street house 
that She lost spirits and became more and 
more melancholy. 


Unfortunate in Her Marriages. 


Mme. Ruiz bad been extremely unfortu- 
nate in her marital relations. Her first hus- 
band died after she had lived with him only 
one week. Ruiz was her second husband. 
and he obtained a divorce before and not 
after she met Vanderbilt. The latter had 
shown her every devotion until two months 
ago. 

After he had been divorced she fully ex- 
pected to marry him. She accompanied him 
in public on many occasions In London and 
Paris in the last few months, and it was only 
a few weeks before her death that she defi- 
nitely grew to bajjeve that there was another 
woman in the case, and her despondency in- 
creased daily until! she committed suicide.

LETTERS OF KING GEORGE Ill. 
REFLECT ON THE REVOLUTION 


Believed Americans Should Not Be 
Shown Leniency, Thinking Contest

LONDON, June 12.—The autograph cor- 
respondence of George the Third to John Rob- 
inson, secretary of the treasury from 1770 
to 1782, to be auctioned off at Sotheby’s, con- 
sists of 318 letters, whereof 194 are auto- 
graph letters of King George, covering the 
period from 1772 to 1780. Many of the king’s 
letters relate to the American war of inde- 
pendence. 
Writing on Oct. 25, 1776, King George says: 
“The accounts of the taking of New York 
bear every appearance of authenticity.”’ 
On March 5, 1777, he said: ‘I am sorry to 
find that. any one adopts (sic) the idea of 
there being any reason in Sir W. Howe's 
application for 20,000 additional troops. 
“I know the thing is impracticable, but if 
he and his brother will act with a little less 
lenity (which I really think is cruelty, as i+ 
keeps up a contest), the next campaign will 
bring the Americans in the temper to accept 
such terms as may enable the mother coun- 
try to keep them in order, for we must never 
come into any such agreement as may patch 
up differences for a year or two and then 
bring on new broils. 
“The regaining of their affection is an idle 
idea. It must be made convincing to them 
that it ie to their interest to submit.” 
On Oct. 31, 1778. he wrote: “As to our 
granting independence, I hope the hour will 
never arrive that this country can be 80 fallen 
in sentiment as é0 admit of it; at least I 
will never put my hand to a measure that

ZEPPELIN ALARMS FRENCH. 


No Concealment of Satisfaction Felt at 
Count’s Mishap. 


[BY CAPBL® TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
PARIS, June 12.—Capt. Spelterini, one of 
the world’s most famous balloonists, has 
juet left Paris for his home at Zurich, where 
he will prepare to make an ascent which has 
been the ambition of bis life. 
During his career Spelterini has made S47 
ascensions, carrying to the clouds with him 
1,200 passengers. He never had an accident. 
His special distinction is due to the fact that 
he was the first balloonist to cross the Alps. 
He made six trans-Alpine voyages. He also 
is an expert photographer and has taken 
photographs of the crests of every great 
mountain peak in the Alps except Mont Blanc, 
He says in a short time he will bé feady to 
<cross that mountain in a balloon. This is 
his ambition. He may take a scientiat to 
make experiments of the effect of high alti- 
tude on the blood, as it is said that the red 
Gorpuscles double in number et aa altitude 
of 10,000 or 12,000 feet. 


. French Glad Zeppelin Had Mishap. 
Before leaving Paris Spelterini lectured at 
the Sorbonne. He expressed regret at the 
mishap to Zeppelin, who is his personal 
friend. Spelterini doubts the practicability 
of the dirigible and regards the balloon 
chiefly as an instrument of sport and pleas- , 
ure. He praised the work of the Wright 
brothers enthusiastically. 
Spelterini’s view of the dirigible is not gen- 
erally shared by Frenchmen who see an et- 
hibition of serfous concern in Zeppelin’s per- 
formance. It is pointed out that if the aero- 
naut had headed for Paris he would hay 
reached the city before turning back. In- 
deed, he could ‘have made two trips to Paris 
and return if Metz had been his starting 
point. On every side there is no concealment 
of the satisfaction felt at Zeppelin’s mishap 
and there aré calls on the government to 
wake up. 


Led Till Zeppelin Entered Field.

May 13.—The empress of Corea 
y in‘an open carriage through 
the eee of Seoul. She was on her way 
from ‘one of the palaces to another. She sat 
. ‘the emperor on the back seat. The. 
sun shone bright, her face was unveiled, and 
all the world could see. There were thou- 
eands of men upon the streets at the time. 
They formed long lines of white against the 
black ‘huts: ' With their big hats and long 
gowns, their yellow faces were - turned 
‘straight toward her ‘majesty, and their alm- 
‘ond eyes almost popped out in surprise. 
Such an é¢vent would mean little in any 
European country. It marks one of the 
most striking changes that are going on in 
Corea. ‘It indicates that the new woman is 
on the ground with both:feet, and that from 
now on the sex will gfadually make its way 
upward out of its present state of degrada- 
tion. Until now no man outside the em- 
peror and the eunuchs of the palace has ever 
seen the features of Corean female roy- 
alty. When I was here twenty years agoa 
young American girl had just come out to act 
as physician to the queen. She was the first 
woman doctor ever known in Corea, and her 
majesty awaited her coming rather than 
have the foreign medical missionarié, who 
were at that time all men, examine _ her. 
When the latter ‘were called in consultation 
they were not allowed to see the queen, and 
when they felt her pulse her hand was thrust 
out through a eereen, and nothing else was 
shown. 


-. Where.the Women Stay at Home. 

The Corean women are not gadabouts. 
Until- now all those of the high and middle 
classes have been more secluded than the fe- 
males of the Mohammedan harems. They 
have. quarters of their.own, which are in the 
backs of the houses or in special establish- 
ments far off from those of the men. Some 
of the noblest have never been outside their 
own compounds, and of the middle classes 
few go out today except in closed chairs. In 
the past it has been a crime for a man to lay 
his hand on a woman outside his own family, 
and any man who looked over the wall of 4 
garden to see the women within was sure to 
be punished. The husband has had abso- 
lute power over his wife and concubines. 
They have been bound to him by fetters of 
fron, and today have practically no rights 
which he has to respect. Indeed, the ten 
million women who inhabit this country are 
still. as far as the laws “and the customs 
which now prevail go, practically slaves. I 
am told that many of them have such 
strength of character that ,they rule their 
homes. Nevertheless, the fact remains that 
the men can beat and mutila®@ them with 
little fear of the law. 


New Woman Appears. 

Ali this has been so for ages, and the ar- 
rival of the new woman is therefore the more 
striking. One sees indications of changes 
everywhere, both in city and country. When 
I first came here the common women and 
slave girls working in the flelds carried cloaks 
with them-to shield-their faces from the 
men. Bome of them turned their backs and 
ran away as I‘approeehed. -On the streets 
of Seoul those who came out wore green 
cloaks over their heads, which they held 
close together in front of their faces, leaving 
only a crack for.one eye. These cloaks had 
flat, well ironed sleeves which were bordered 
with white. The sleeves were merely pasted 
into the garments and were not intended 
for the arms to go through. The cloaks them- 
selves were so‘thin as to be’of no value for 
warmth, and they were used only as veils. 
Today the common women use the same sort 
of cloak, but they are not held tightly, and 
one can see a score of female faces on any 


of the main streets during any working hour 


of the day. These street women belong to 
the laboring classes. Many of them are 
slaves and they are as a rule homely, dirty, 
and frowsy. 

First of the Advanced Women. 

So far the new women belongs to the no- 
bility or the upper classes. She is usually 
the daughter of some yangban who is pro- 
Japanese or is anxious to ape foreign ways. 
Many of these gentlemen now dress in Euro- 
pean clothes and not a few are anxious to 
have their, wives go likewise. They see the 
Japahese-a&nd European ladies going about 
unvefled.and observe how they ere treated 
by their husbands as a result and they allow 
their wives to copy these foreign examples. 

I attended a court garden ‘party the other 


present. ‘There were several princes, rele- 
tives of the emperor, all of his imperial 
majesty’s cabinet ministers, the high Japan- 
ese officials and others. The foreigners 
brought their wives, and they wore, of 
course. Eurepean costumes. The Japanese 
ladies weré dressed in beautiful kimonos. 
There were in addition about a half dozen 
Corean ladies, some of whom wore European 
dress and the others Corean gowns. 

Such women belong to the advance guard 
of the new movement, They go out on the 
streets with their husbands, and even ride in 
carriages or jinrikishas, always creating a 
sensation among the natives when they do 
so. The older men cannot realize that a good 
woman who has_been raised a Corean would 
do such a thing”and many of them consider 
the morality of the new woman questionable, 


to say the least. 


Where Ignorance Is Bliss. 

As to the clothes the new woman wears 
these at the present time are strange to an 
extreme. The Coreans 
what the proper foreign dress is; and they 
appear in the most outrageous costumes, 
thinking them correct. For instance, the 
wife of a high Corean official came to an 
afternoon tea at an American house this 
week dressed in a trailing gown of gauze 
tissue, the material of which was of about 
the consistency of fine mosquito netting. 
The 


Piseody was almost nothing. The woman had 

which reached only to her Knee, 
so that her pipestem legs clad in black stock- 
ings could be plainly seen. She had on heavy 
cowhide shoes and a hat of the vintage of a 
dozen years ago. The latter was of dingy 
straw, trimmed with moth eaten roses, which 
hung down almost to her shoulders. The 
“combination was so strange that the foreign 
ladies could hardly keep their faces straight 
as she moved about among them. Never- 
_theless,. she was a woman of wealth, and 
money had been no object to her in securing 
the proper dress. I doubt not she considered 
herself more fashionably attired was any 
other woman present.

The British government in Egypt is suffer- 
ing from what it regards-as the “ unbridled 
rt pe ”- of the native press. Of recent years 
thé virulence ofa certain section of the press 
has greatly increased, and false news and 
misleading comments on the actions and mo- 
tives of the government are spread broad- 
cast, adding greatly to the difficulty of ad- 
ministering the country. Many of the art!- 
cles published are calculated to arouse the 
passions of the mass of the people, who are, 
and must remain for years to come, far too 
ignorant to appreciate the absurdities and 
the falseness of the diatribes which are read 
out to them daily in the villages. 


Bad Effect on College Youth. 
The Egyptian youths still at college or 
school are persevering students of - this 
species of literature, and the futuré genera- 
tion, upon whom any. hopes of an autono- 
mous Egypt must rest, are rapidly becoming 
demoralized by the violent nonsense which is 


poured daily into their ears, 


The respectable middie classes, which. oth- 
erwise are disposed to support the policy of 
gradual! administrative reform, are terror- 
ized into outward political hostility by the 
abuse which is showered upon any who do not 
oppose root and branch the Anglo-Egyp 
tion administration, and the native officials 
find it difficult to perform their duties con- 
scientiously in view of the intimidations to 
which they are constantly exposed. 

The oriental is far more sensitive to press 


‘criticism than is realized in the west, and 


@ personal attack in the newspapers may 
often cause social life to become intolerable. 
The lower class journals indulge in scurrilous 
abuse of the highest dignitaries in the coun- 
try, both’ in their public and private lives, 
which, apart from the annoyance y; causes, 
must tend to undermine respect for author- 
ity. 

Appeals calculated to stir up fanaticism, 
either between native Christians and Mos- 
lems, or between Egyptians and Europeans, 
are becoming more and more frequent, and 
this feature is especially dangerous in a 
country with. a omixed population of Bu- 
Loge g and natives, Christians and Mos- 
ems. 


Rogseveltian Wave Stirs Japan. 
The wave of moral reform, which was set 
in motion in the United States by President 
Roosevelt, is sweeping through Japan with 
an intensity that justifies the iriterest of the 
rest of the world. The sugar scandal, which 
a few years ago probably would have re- 
ceived scant attention, is now the one subject 
of discussion in the far eastern empire. 

To date fifteen members of parliament and 
four ex-members have been placed under 
arrest as a result of a preliminary Inquiry. 
A number of persons alleged to have par- 
ticipated in the bribery also have been held 
for trial. 

The government has announced that no 
mercy will be shown the guilty. Its investi- 
gation has resulted in amazing disclosures. 
The company involved is known,as the Dal 
Nippon Sugar Refining company’ the nom- 
inal capital of which is $6,000,000, $3,760,000 
of which is paid up. On this enormous cap- 
italization it has. been paying regular divi- 
dends of 15 per cent, though last year itis 
claimed its profits amounted to only $50,000. 

The means by which the company pald the 
dividend is one of-the features of the scandal. 
The directors found that the sugar tax was 
$400,000 in arrears and by juggling the ks 
made it appear that this bill had been paid, 
thus making the apparent profits $450,000. 


Bribes -$200 to $75,000. 

In order to obtain favors from the gov- 
ernment, the directors are accused of having 
bribed members of parilament; the sums 
spent in this direction being credited to the 
erection of mythical factories in Formosa. 
The men bribed appear to have been ex- 
pensive. The cheapest received $200, while 
those who held. out the longest weré paid 
$75,000 each. 

Other charges of corruption also are in 
circulation. The minister of justice of the 
empire has expressed the gravest concern 
over the scandal, being quoted as saying that 
the standard of morality among Japanese 
business men in general is so low that unless 
reformed no guarantee can be given against 
the recurrence of similar scandals. 

Marquis Katsura, the prime minister, is 
alive ta the necessity of insisting upon moral- 
ity in Japanese business. He is patriotic to 
a fault and desires that his country shal) 
stand before the world as a nation whose 
word is as binding as law.. He realizes that

Live mutton values made some of the wildest 
fluctuations of the season this week, and while 
yearlings and sheep closed at a decline of 50c@

market was by far the most erratic witness in re- 
cent years and accurate records of daily happenings 
could not be compiled for the reason that scarcely 
two traders agreed in their version of developments 
as they oecurred from day to day. Buyers and 
sellers were not always ready to report transac- 
tions as they actually were, for there were many 
instances where loads of stock were appraisei at a 
false value, but this was to be expected on so erratic 
a market, and it only added to the Irregularities of 
the trade. 

On the first few days prices worked upwards in 
bounds, and it was during this period that the ap- 
preciations, were made in lamb values. On suc- 
ceeding sessions immatured muttons held within 
narrow bounds, but sheep prices hit the tobogcan 
and daily recessions of anywhere from l5c to f0c 
were made until all of the early advances were 
ed back and values were established at the low- 
t level noted in many weeks. At the close heavy 
native ewes were almost unsalable, and further 
dépreciations in prices were considered likely. The 
quality of the offerings was extremely common 
this week and buyers, having orders for high 
dressing stock, had to confine their operations to 
spring lambs.

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SWEDISH BIBLE INSTITUTE 
TO BE MOVED FROM CHICAGO. 


Members of Conference in Session at 
Rockford Vote to Re-establish the 


Institution in Omaha. 


Rockford, Ill., June 12.—[Special._Mem- 
bers of the Swedish free church conference 
today voted to move the Swedish Bible in- 
etitute and theological seminary of the 
church from Chicago to Omaha. The contest 
over the location of the institution was spir- 
ited. Omaha won with 46 votes to 31 for 
Minneapolis. Only seven delegates voted for 
the retention of the seminary in Chicago. 
Omaha's offer wae a site and $10,000. 

Heretofore the seminary has been managed 
by a committee outside of the general con- 
ference. It will now be turned over to the 
conference and managed by a board of nine 
directors. The board will be incorporated at 
once and take a deed of the property. 

The conference unanimously adopted a re- 
port of a committee recommending the adop~ 
tion of a plan providing for the union of the 
Swedish Free Mission Covenant and Swed- 
ish Congregationel churches of the United 
States. The question now will be submitted 
for an ind®idual vote of the churches. 

The committee on union, composed of the 
Rev. C. F. Johnson of Rockford, the Rey. 
BE. A. Hellen of Minneapolis, and the Rev. 
A. D. Youngberg of Omaha, was retlected 
for another year. The Mission Covenant con- 
ference at Omaha this week indorsed the plan 
of a proposed merger. The Swedish Congre- 
gational conference whl act on it later in 
the ‘year. Delegates during the day ex- 
pressed an opinion that the union will be ac- 
complished within two years. 

The Rev. G. A. Young, presidentof the con- 
ference, who was elected superintendent of 
missions, will resign his pastorate at Engle- 
wood to devote all of his time to his new 
duties. 

A large number of delegates remained to 
participate in the celebration of the silver 
jubilee of the local church, which began in 
the evening with a banquet.

Public Is Making Demand _ 
for Better Musical Comedy. 
‘ By W. L. Hubbard. 


George M. Cohan has a rather ingenious plan for bringing about a. betterment in 
the musical comedy of the day and he gives a hint of it in an open note of advice ad- 
dressed at large to “ My dear Mr. Critic” and published in the current issue of The 
Spotlight. His letter follows: 


“ Will you please consider the fact that whether or not you Hke ‘musical com- 
edy,’ the public demands this style of entertainment, and consequently i becomes 
necessary to produce #. Now, so long as’ things are bike this and so long aé it is 
impossible to do away with music plays entirely, why not encourage the men who 
write these ‘awful things’ to do better work? Instead of going: after them hammer 
and tongs, just say a few kind words now and then, and you'll find that it will help 
a whole lot toward bettering things in this particular line of amusement.” 


Evidently it is Mr. Cohan’s opinion that a candid criticism, which may seem 
harsh when the occasion requires, instead of pointing out to the librettist the error 
of his way, impels him to do his worst when next the opportunity offers. Who has 
been going after the nimble footed George, with “hammer and tongs” that he should 
assume his present aggrieved tone? Was it because of somé of the unkind things 
which may have been said?about his last effort, “The American Idea,” that he was 
obliged to lay aside several half-finished plays and await a more convenient season 
before attempting to bring them to completion? If he had been patted on the back 
and had been assured that “The American Idea” was “the greatest ever,” would he 
have found the encouragement to go ahead and complete “The Chorus Man” on 
schedule time? 


It was because he had departed from the course laid down in “ Little Johnny 
Jones,” “‘ Forty-five Minutes From Broadway,” “The Talk of New York,” and “ The 
- Yankee Prince” that “ Fifty Miles From Beston” and “ The American Idea” failed 
to give the same satisfaction. His earlier plays were comedies with music rather 
than musical comedies and in each, of them he created a real and definite plot and 
developed it with a consistency that caused him to be hailed as a wonder worker. 
He came into prominence ati a time when we no longer looked for a plot, a real plot, 
and a consistently developed story in the musical plays put forward. 


Little by little we had been robbed of our rights in this respect, until it had 
become the fashion to tell the éntire story in the first act and reserve the concluding 
portion of the’ entertainment for the introduction of specialties. In time even this 
concession was denied and then it was but a step to the senseless inanities of the 
musical vaudeville, which is about all that the average present day so called musical 
comedy is. : | 

The advent of the early Cohan comedies, possessed of attributes the public had 
ceased to expect, caused them to be received with an avidity almost pitiable. Their 
success was most pronounced as their long engagements in Chicago theaters bore 
witness, and there is no reason why Mr. Cohan should not revert to his original prac- 
tices and in fashioning “ The Chorus Man,” “ The Harrigén Girl,” and “The Christ- 
mas Doll ’’—the three pieces he is said to be engaged on—make them musical comedies 
worthy of the name. 


Is Musical Comedy Dying? We Ask to Know. 


But is the dear public demanding this style of entertainment as strongly as in the 
past? Is not the musical comedy dying a slow, but apparently certain death? A 
glance at the records of the last season would seem to indicate as much. The ‘the- 
atergoing public, with its usual fickleness, seemingly has developed an apathy for this 
particular form of amusement, and the musical successes have been conspicuous be- 
cause of their extraordinary rarity. Various reasons may be assigned for this marked 
change in popular taste, but the one which must bear the brunt of the blame is the 
constant deterioration in the grade of the offerings, which has been taking place as 
season has followed season. 


Out of a total of about thirty musical pieces presented in the local theaters last 
reason, not more than one-third of the number could with any degree of honesty be 
pronounced successful either artistically or financially. Lew Fields came to the Gar- 
rick early in the autumn in “*The Girl Behind the Counter,” with the prestige of 
an all season run in New York and a long London record. Mr. Fields worked hard 
and he succeeded in being really amusing in certain scenes in the first act, but had 
it not been for the introduction of the Lotta Faust “ Salome” exposition the en- 
gagement would have been a-much less profitable -one.

How English Handle 
Latest ‘Thought Wave.’ 


The idea of the unsuspected ownership of 
property coming back. at least to embarrass 
if not to confound the person who is trying 
to do good seems to be one of the thought 
waves which is just at present passing over 
the theatrical world. © 

‘The Handwriting on the Wall,"’ played 
by Olga Nethersole, and Joseph Medill Pat- 
terson’s “ Dope’’ are matched theme to 
theme in London by “ The Fountain,’ writ- 
ten by a dramatist named Calderon. 

How differently the same idea is Worked 
out in the, English play is intéresting, eape- 
cially as this play is a comedy which, it is 
declared, really carries a keen sense of humor 
and has been received enthusiastically. The 
figure employed by the playwright—that of 
the water in the fountaln—is less ominous 
and at the same time less dramatic than the 
idea of the handwriting on the wall. 


-~>- , 

‘That which the fountain sends forth re- 
turns again to the fountain ” is the thematic 
base employed. In the play there is a cer- 
tain Mrs. Wren, a young woman who is ap- 
palled by the theught of the sufferings of 
the poor and wants to do something to alle- 
viate them. Her husband agrees with her 
that it is impossible not to be appalled, but 
as to the need of doing anything—there he is 
utterly opposed to her. He is not in the least 
ashamed of being a mere talker; ta)kers do 
help to clarify things, whereas doers invaria- 
bly make of things a worse muddle than 
they found. He continues to talk until his 
wife can stand it no longer, and Mr. Calderon 
begins his play at the moment when she ar- 
rives at the rooms of Miss Kerfrison, a friend 
of hers, who lives in the east end of London, 
devoting her time to settlement work. 

One of Mrs. Wren’s troubles is that her 
income does not leave her any great scope 
for charity. She begs the trustees Of her 
capital to transfer it in some way that-shall 
bring her in an extra hundred orso 4 year.

Wren is not only the lessee but also the owner 
of the ground rent. Her solicitors, in order 
to secure for her the desired addition to her 
income, had reinvested her money in this 
security. She is also owner of the tenement 
buildings.

dends than were offered. 
have a better opinion of the future earn- 
ing power of the road than the business 
men who framed the plan they have re- 
jected. - The fact that ite acceptance 
would have benefited the public through 
better service counted for nothing, ~They 
could think of nothing but \dividends. 

But the public must have the better 
service which a more intelligent and busi- 
nesslike method of operating the elevated 
roads would give. ‘The patrons of the 
roads must not be left in the lurch be- 
eause of the unreasonable stand of one’ of 
the lines. 
roads look to the eity government ‘for re- 
lief. The subject of defective service due 
chiefly to the inadequacy of the loop is 
a familiar one with the city authorities. 
They have given it no attention, while 
there were hopes that the ‘roads wonld 
relieve the situation by coming together. 
Now they will have to take it up a@ain. 

It may be necessary to go to the legis- 
lature for additional power to regniate 
the roads into practical unification. The 
local transportation committee should find 
out from its legal advisers what power 
the city has and what further power it 
needs. It will take time to get anything 
from the legislature, but there must be 
much the city government can do to make 
travel on the elevated roads easier for 
their patrons. 


ESSENTIAL EQUIPMENT. 

Some of the spectacular features at- 
tendant upon the Republic disaster appear 
to have been present in the case of the 
Slavonia wreck, The call for help came 
from out of the darkness at midnight, A 
steamer 180 miles away sent ‘quick re- 
sponse. Its course was changed as it has- 
tened to the relief of the vessel on the 
rocks, its engines. sending it along at the 
highest possible rate of speed. Another 
steamer joined the race to save human 
life. All the passengers were transferred 
from the ill-fated ship without accident. 
The crew remained on board for some 
hours, until. driven out by the incoming 
water. That they were able to do this 
lessens the probability that lives would 
haye been lost had the friendly assiajance 
of the other vessels not been given at the 
time of rescue. 

The fact remains, nevertheless, that 
more than 400 people on their way to 
Europe have been rescued from a dis- 
tressing situation because of quick action 
on the part of the officers and crews of 
other steamers coming to their relief. Fol- 
lowing close. upon the beaching of another 
steamer, from which 526 passengers were 
taken by life savers, it serves as a sharp 
reminder of the dangers of the deep. 
Even with all the caution of the navi- 
gator and the improvement of machinery 
the peril of wreck faces those ‘who go 
down to sea in ships. 

The ifmportance of wireless equipment 
for every vessel which carries passengers 
is again emphasized. In the’ familiar 
paths of travel many steamers go. The 
wireless summons is quite likely to be 
answered in time to save life under all 
but extraordinary and exceptional situ- 
ations. ~The wonder of it all has passed. 
The wireless method of communication is 
accepted as an’assured fact. Its uses in 
daily transactions no longer attract any 
attention. The sensational rescue effect- 
ed through it or the transmission of some 
news item of:great moment arouses spe- 
cial interest for the moment. But every 
one quickly makes the comment, “ All 
vessg}s should have the wireless equip- 
ment.” and what is of vital importance 
to those whohave the experience in a 
wreck passes into the category of the con- 
ventional] and expected.

A DISABLED CANAL. 

Traffic on the upper great lakes will be 
interfered with seriously this season by 
the accident to the Canadian Soo canal. 
The volume of water borne freight has 
become so great that the American canal 
will be overtaxed when called on to take 
eare of it all, There are a few persons 
who will not mourn over this casualty 
to commerce. They are the men who are 
opposed to the high level Panama canal. 

It has been one of their favorite conten- 
tions that the triple flight of locks at 
Gatun Would be a bid for disaster. They 
have painted again and again the picture 
of a vessel smashing into the upper lock 
gates and “ hurling the whole structure 
into headlong ruin. Now they have a 
new instance to point to of the mischief 
which may follow one careless act of the 
man in charge of a vessel. 

The mishap to the Soo canal will not 
make Col. Goethals change his canal plans. 
He is well aware of what is likely to hap- 
pen when a vessel bumps heavily into lock 
gates. The Canadian Soo canal is not the 
only one that has been tied up tempo- 
rarily because of the negligence of vessel- 
men. 8o the public may rest assured 
that when the Panama canal is thrown 
open to the marine of the world precau- 
tions will be adopted which will make 
such an accident as that at the Sault im- 
possible. For instance, vessels will not 
be allowed to pass in or out of the locks 
under their own steam, but will ‘be con- 
trolled by the lockmasters. There will 
be so much at stake that no opportunity 
will be given a blundering captain or engi- 
neer to destroy in a few minutes the work 
of years. Therefore, when the objectors 
to the high level Panama canal begin 
talking about the disaster to the Canadian 
Soo canal and drawing gloomy conclu- 
sions therefrom, no notice should be taken 


of them.

More- 
over, hig own enjoy of these preroga-~ 
tives is restricted to Ireland, and from the 
moment that he leaves its shores and Irish 
waters he ceases to be lord lieutenant and 
viceroy and becomes a mere peer. 

This was amusingly illustrated on one 
‘occasion by the now widowed duchess of 
Devonshire when Lord Crewe represented 
the crown at Dublin castle. Meeting her on 
board the boat, when it was starting from 
Kingstown for Holyhead, he condescending- 
ly indicated to her the chair on which she 
might sit near him, for in Ireland all rise“in 
the viceroy’s presence and do not tesume 
their seats until they have received his per- 
mission. Lord Crewe was very viceregal un- 
til the boat reached Holyhead, and then the 
duchess, reealling the fact that she had 
known him as quite a little boy and that his 
privileges and status as lord lieutenant had 
lapsed: for the nonce, suddenly apostrophized 
in an imperious and condescending manner. 
with the words: ‘““And now, Robin, here. 
take my-jewel case, and run on ahead and 
secure a reserved compartment for mein the 
train for London.” 4 |

It is quite possible that when Lady Aber- 
deen returns home she may find that her hus- 
band is -no longer viceroy. He has been 
several times onthe point of resigning, on 
the score of expense, and likewise because of 
his feeling that his reign has been a failure 
from a social point of view. In fact, he was 
anxious to resign before the Punchestowfi 
races, which the viceroy and hiseonsort are 
always expected to attend in state, but where 
he esteemed that his presence would be in- 
compatible with his presidency of the Anti- 
Gambling league. After all the magnificence 
of the reigns at Dublin castle of the earls of 
Dudley and Cadogan, both of whom are rich, 
Lord Aberdeen's establishment at Dublin ap- 
pears meager and economical! to the point of 
shabbiness, added to which. all tbe Irish 
aristocracy, being opposed to the present gov- 
ernment, hold aloof from the viceregal! court. 

Two names are mentioned in connection 
with the succession to the viceroyality— 
namely: those of Lord Beauchamp and of 
Lord Granard, with the betting in favor of 
Lord Granard, seeing that Lord Beau- 
champ’s present office—namely: that of lord 
steward—is extremely difficult to fill, and 
that Lord Granard, who has the advantage 
of being an Irishman and a Catholic and 
blessed with an American wife, will be able 
to devote a larger amount of money to the 
maintenance of the splendor of the office. 
The marked favor shown by the sovereign 
and by the premier to Lord Granard since his 
marriage and thé social success achieved by 
his American wife. all point to his nomina- 
tion as the successor of Lord Aberdeen.

Prince Alexander Sayn-Wittgenstein, now 
in this country on a prolonged visit, is only 
distantly related to Prince Frederick, whose 
death at the age of 73 has just taken place at 
Meran, in Austria. Prince Frederick's a- 
reer was of the mosf extraordinary descrip- 
tion. Belonging to the mediatized or for- 
merly petty sovereign family of Sayn-Witt- 
genstein, he became involved in so many un- 
savory scrapes in Germany that his father, 
in conjunction with the other adult members 
of his house, combined to deprive him of all 
his rights and prerogatives as eldest son and 
as heirtothe family honors. He was reduced 
from the status of a mediatized prince to that 
of a mere noble, and forced to content him- 
self with the title of Count Altenkirchen. 
Ordered to travel abroad. he availed himself 
of the absence of the German envoy from 
Peking to pass himself off there as a prince 
of the reigning house of Prussia, being re- 
ceived in that capacity with royal honors 
by the Chinese government and imperiat 
court. The German minister. receiving an 
intimation of what was going on, hastened 


back to Peking, and as he arrived Frederick | 


discreetly vanished from the scene and has- 
tily left China. 

Prior to this the prince had married a‘ 
Berlin one of the lovely daughters of the 
banker Lilienthal, another of whom was the 
wife of the Belgian enyoy, Baron Northomb 
After living with her ,two years he became 
tired of her and discarded her, securing a 
dissolution of the marriage on the ground 
that being a captain of Prussian cavalry he 
had failed to obtain the consent of the com- 
mander of his regiment, which is indis- 
pensable to the validity of marriages con- 
tracted by officers and soldiers. His two 
children in consequence thereof were de- 
clared illegitimate, and their fate excited 
s0 much sympathy in high quarters that they 
were ennobled with the name of * Von Fal- 
kenberg,’’ while their father was sentenced 
to a term of military imprisonment for hav- 
ing conducted himself in the matter “‘ with- 
out due regard to the laws of honor govern- 
ing the conduct of officers of the German 
army.’ It was, however, his subsequent 
marriage to a café chantant divette of the 
name of Wilhelmine Hagen and of stormy 
antecedents which finally drove him out of 
the German army, and out of the ranks of 
his family, and reduced him to the status of 
Count Altenkirchen. 

For a time he vegetated as such at Berlin, 
but finding that most of his former friends 
and relatives turned their backs upon him 
and declined to recognize his wife he betook 
himself to Russia, secured letters of natural- 
ization as a Muscovite citizen. and ultimately 
managed, after inheriting some landed prop- 
erty from a Russian relative, to induce the 
czar to bestow upon him the Russian title of 
Prince Sayn-Wittgenstein, of which he had 
been deprived in Germany, and to the com- 
pulsory surrender of which he had given 
his written consent at Berlin. 

> 


The rumors that M. Tcharykoff was about 
to succeed Izwolski as Russian minister of 
foreign affairs have now been set at rest 
by his appointment as ambassador of the 
czar at Constantinople, where he takes the 
place of M. Zinovieff, whose recal! is asserted 
to have been due not only to his failure to 
warn his government last summer of the 
then impending revolution, but also to dis- 
covéries made among the papers of the ex- 
sultan concerning his financial relations 
with that monarch. At the time of Zino- 
vieff's nomination to Stamboul, some eight 
or ten years ago, he was accounted the most 
brilliant and able of all the members of the 
diplomatic service of the czar, and people 
have been at a loss to understand his com- 
plete failure at Constantinople, until the ex- 
amination of the correspondence and account 
books of Abdul Hamid furnished'a clew to 
the problem. 

> 

Tcharykoff will be tremembered by the 
American delegates of the last peace con- 
gress at The Hague as one of the most agree- 
able of their foreign colleagues and one who 
was able to talk to them in the most fluent 
English, free from any accent, an accom- 
plishment which he owes to the fact that he 
is a graduate of the University of Oxford. 
He is married fo a Levantine lady, one of 
whose sisters is the wife of Herr von Bosfai, 
consul general of Austria at Monastir, and 
he possesses @ more intimate acquaintance 
than any other member of the czar’s diplo- 
matic service with everything pertaining to 
Russian interests in Asia and in the Balkans. 

He has to his credit the conversion of the 
ameer of Bokhara from an unfriendly and in- 
dependent. central Asian sovereign into a 
loyal, subservient, and absolutely devoted 
vaseal of the se and is responsible for the 
downfall of Stambouloff, the Bulgarian pre- 
mier, and particular enemy of Rusela at 
Sofia. It is Tcharykoff also who brought 
about the reconciliation of Ferdinand with 
Russia, who, while minister at Belgrade. 
called the attention of the czar to the con- 
spiracy of Queen Draga to palm off on the 
Servian nation some foundling as her child’ 
by King Alexander, and who was also at 
Belgrade as envoy at the time of the shock- 
ing murder of Alexander and his queen. He 
is credited with being opposed to Germany 
and with being in the particularly black 
books of the kaiser and of the palace of the 
Wilthelmstrasse at Berlin, while the English 
look upon him as their friend as cham- 
pion of the British understanding with 
Russia.

In the case of certain nations, especially 
those of France and Italy, it endeavors to 
foster materialism and atheism, by the in- 
tolerance which it displays towards every- 
thing connected with the church. In fact, 
people in America who have not lived abroad 
have no idea of the length to which this 
intolerance is carried by governments which 
are apparently blind to the fact thatjour 
entire modern civilization, our whole sSys- 
tem of law and order, are primarily based 
on religion The destruction of the latter 
means the annihilation of the very founda- 
tion of the authority of the state. 


In France, officers of the army are pen- 
alized for sending their children, to Catholic 
schools and even for attending mass; one 
of the most recent instances, which excited 
the ifdignation of even so ardent a prot- 
estant as M. de Pressense, being the dis- 
missal of Col. Roquerolles from the com- 
mand of his reg 
four of his officers, including the two lieu- 
tenant colonels,. to other garrisons, for ne 
other cause than.that they had been pres- 
ent aS a mass celebrated by the bishop of 
Soissons in the cathedral of Laon. , 

The recent disputes between the French 
government and its postal employés 
brought to light a number of cases of op- 
pression of employés on account of their 
religious opinions, the Sous-Prefet, or Dep- 
uty Governor of the Cotes du Nord, obtain- 
ing, for instance, the removal of an old wom- 
an, Mme. Costy, from the position of post- 
mistress at Collinée, because her son as- 
sisted the rector of the parish in the re- 
ligious ‘services; while another pcstmis- 
trees’ removal was demanded and obtained 
for no other reason than that her son was 
@ priest. 

When Cardinal Lecot, archbishop of Bor- 
deaux, the most liberal member of the 
French episcopacy, died, the army officers 
at Bordeaux received peremptory instruc- 
tions forbidding them to attend the funeral! 
in uniform; while the mounted soldiers, sta- 
tloned at various points for the purpose ef 
maintaining order among tne crowd, were 
so placed as to turn the tails of their horses 
to the hearse, a practice invariably followed 
in the case of the execution of a criminal. 

> 

In South Africa, during the Boer war, 
the British military authorities sent a priast 
TOO miles by special train to hear the con- 
fession of a dying Irish soldier; and here 
“in America, whenever any fatal accident 
happens, way is at one made even through 
tHe densest .crowd for the priest. while 
every one, be he Catholic, Ptotestant, 
Jew, Mormon, or Agnostic, maintains 
an attitude of profound respect, and even 
reverence, while the last rites of the church 
are being administered to the dying man. 
But in Franee, when a soldier or a sailor 
is stricken in the performance of his duty, 
the priest is barred from his side, and his 
relatives are subjected to the distress of 
feeling’ that~-he has passed away without 
receiving those religious ministrations which 
they consider so indispensable to eterna! 
salvation. 

Time and again have cases of this kind 
been reported to pariiament. In some of 
them the excuse has been given that if the 
priest was barred it was because the dy- 
ing man had not asked for him. But in each 
of these cases it was shown that the injuries 
sustained were of such a nature as to de- 
prive the dying man of the power of speech; 
while no such plea could be put foyward 
with regard to the officers and sailors who 
lost their lives in the terrible explosions on 
board the Couronne and the La Touche- 
Treville at Toulon, and who as they lay dy- 
ing, shockingly maimed, cried in vain for 
a priest, all of whom were prevented by 
armed force from responding to the call.

Parents, too, are deprived of any voice 
in the education of their children, and are 
punished, not only by fine, but also by im- 
prisonment, if they offer objections to their 
youngsters having placed in their hands by 
the school authorities books approved by 
the latter, in which not merely the church 
to which they belong but even Christianity 
is derided and condemned.

Such work as 
pis is the worst. It confuses and staggers men more than all the 
anathemas launched by the vatican against champions of free science, 

Even if the science of nature be free today, the science of man is 
not—the science of morality and. religion is not free. It may have 
the semblance of freedom, but not freedom itself. 

Protestant orthodoxy does not have a single theological seminary 
today where science is free. Either the orthodoxy, or the science, or 
the freedom is semblance. But if is the science that has its marching 
orders, What goal it shall‘reach is antecedently determined.

on any point from any height is the nearest approximation which man- 
kind has- made to the discovery of vril.

If the governments do not cease their absolutely fatuous habit 
of preparing for war with each othér they may find them#@elves con- 
fronted by forces of disorder armed \with new and invincible weapons, 
against which they themselves will be powerless. Should they let 
hell loose by making war upon each other heaven itself would rain 
hell fire upon the modern cities of the plain.~ 
In sheer self<lefense the instinct of self-preservation ought to

HUMOR DEFINED BY HUMORISTS. 


Asking a furiny man what humor is is like 
calling ‘on-q@ distant cousin unannounéed. It 
flusters him. The humorist, liké the house- 
wife, should have twenty-four hours’ notice. 

twhén the question’ was hurled at John Ken- 
drick Bange he leaned nervously back in his 
chair and said: ‘‘ That is a serious question. 
I have been on its trail several times in the 
last twenty years, but l do not feel compe- 
tent toMake the witness stand. You must 
give me more time. Iam busy just now, but 
some time I will take a week off and answer 
that question.”’ 

’ Charles Battell Loomis, who. owns up to 
“Cheerful Americans,’ is America’s most 
serious humorist—that is, as far as looks go. 
His face is so léng and serious that no 
stranger ever cracks a joke in his presence 
without first looking to see if there is a 
band around his arm. Mr. Loomis arose to 
the occasion manfully: 

“Humor is an incongruous background 
‘purposely set behind ‘some serious thing. 
There is nothing so sacred, nothing 80 
ghastly, nothing so pathetic or awe inspir- 
ing, or squl stirring, or so deadly dul) that 
it may not yield a legitimate laugh if it be 
placed ih the right juxtaposition with the 
right incongruity. 

“There is nothing humorous to me in the 
fact that today I drop a hammer on my toe. 
ft am filled with vexation and pain. But to- 
morrow, in relating the oecurrence to some 
friends, I am removed from the scene and 
my recollected self; what then made me 
literally hopping mad has now become funny 
to me, and I relate the circumstance and 
win the laughter of my friends. The place 
for a hammer is not on the toe, and we all 
laugh at a thing in ah improper back- 
ground.”’ 

A msn out be Richmond, Ind., {in 1897, 
wrote ‘Off agin, on agin, gone agin—fFin- 
ntgin,” and woke to find himeelf a humor- 
ist. He has since bought and paid for a 
house costing $20,000 from, as he says, hu- 
mor, poetry, and nerve. Without doubt such 
a man cught to know What humor is. Says 
Strickland W. Gillilan: 

“ Humor’s perpetual and leading charac- 
teristic ie its scarcity. It is that element 
in literature or speech, or situation that 
_brings about a pleasurable ‘emotional agi- 
tation through a departure from the prosaic 
or monotonous. It is not always laugh pro- 
‘voking, but Is always exquisite and_excit- 
-ing. The power to apprectate or to create 
humor arises from: quick sympathy, keen 
sensibilities, and mental agilit; that en- 
ables its possessor to see ¢hings vari-

at the same time that he is in ful] sympathy 
with hissubject. Yet the difficulty of writing 

of Sainte-Beuve is obvious. It means to 
criticise the critic,-to arrive at a judgment of 
a’'man whose whole life was spent in judging 
not only books but men and women and sys- 
tems of thought’and of conduct. That Prof. 

Harper has succeeded in this enormous task, 
performing it gracefully as well as thor- 
oughly, is a fine tribute to American academic 
criticism. 

In noting fully what Prof. Harper has ac- 
complished in this small volume, if may be 
well to follow in order the several parts of 
his study: In treating Sainte-Beuve’s rela- 
tions to his century, he generalizes in an 
ample way the great critic's relation to 
French literature: 

“No systematic account of French lit- 
erature is so fresh and vital as his detached 
essays. No theoretical treatise on the sub- 
ject is so reasonable or really so constructive 
as the shifting ‘play of hisintelligence. For 
scope and appreciation, combined with mi- 
nute knowledge and detail, neither the mod- 
ern nor ancient world affords an instapce 
of a comparable talent in the field of criti- 
cism.’’ 

Tracing still further Sainte-Beuve’s place 
in hisage Prof. Harper discusses his relation 
to romanticism, which he immediately fell 
heir to in the writings of Chateaubriand, the 
romanticism he personally came in touch 
with in Victor Hugo, points out how Sainte- 
Beuve fell later under the spell of Renan’s 
personality, and then step by step In the biog- 
raphy ‘maker we see him becoming inde- 
pendent of these forces until he arrived at a 
state of mind thus acutely described by Prof. 
Harper.

of his power as a critic, too, was gained in his 
four years’ study of medicine. 
Sainte-Beuve'’s own words: 

‘It is to tHe medical school that I owe the 
philosophical spirit, the love of precision, and 
physiological reality, and whatever good 
methodical procedure my writings, even my 
literary writings, may possess.”’ 

To his medical training he was saved, as a 
writer for the daily press, from superficiality, 
for, says his biographer, *‘ He had the physi- 
cian's habit of thorougk diagnosis, 

This idea of the doctor as critic, Prof. Har- 
per also thinks affected Sainte-Beuve in his 
relation to the prevalent literary fdshion he 
fell heir to. romanticism. Without gxhaus- 
tively detailing the varied manifestatiors of 
the French romanticists, Prof. Harper finds 
Sainte-Beuve’s place among them .as a 
wholly tentative one. It was as an avowed 

@romanticist hé wrote his poetry, which is 
traceable to the influence of Crabbe and 
Wordsworth, rather than to the group of 
poets who, like Sainte-Beuve himself, were 
ardently attached to Victor Hugo, “ Vo- 
lupté6,”” and “Life of Joseph Delorme.” 
Sainte«Beuve’s two fictional! pieces, savored 
also of the romanticism of Goethe and Byron.

It was asa critic of the movement as it ap- 
peared im France, however, that Sainte- 


Beuve found his real place. It was his fast 
growing critical spirit, too, which led him 
to renounce the phase of romenticism ich 
as an extreme youth he adopted with un- 
feigned enthugiasm—the poeticaPinterpre- 
tation of religion which Chateaubriand had 
so fervently: propagated. 

‘*The main tenor of his life,.’’ says his biog- 
rapher, “ was a clear rationalism. Mystical 
leanings, for a few years, affected but never 
possessed him. He was often a hopeful skep- 
tic, examining this er that aspect of super- 
natural religion. But-through all and under 
all, and both before and after all, he was 
fairly well content with bis ‘ rea! basis,’ as he 
called the rationalistic philgsophy of the 
eighteenth century.” 

Sainte-Beuve’s relation to his contempo- 
raries is another and vivid light apon his 
growth in criticism. It was close association 
with mem Hke Lamennais, Montalembert, 
and Lacordaire, men who were ttying to 
reconcile the principles'of the Revolution 
with the authoritative teaching ofthe church. 
which forced Sainte-Beuve by the logi@of his

He is more concerned,with the 
Sainte-Beuve who had his Wertherian period 
of ideal rorhance than with the Sainte-Beuve 
who persisted in attentions upon the wife of 
Victor Hugo. There is as thorough en analy- 
sis of the fiction and poems of this writer of 
whom one thinks only as a critic as there is of 
his social and literary reviews. 

This complete grasp of the details of a life 
essentially. intellectual is like One of Sainte- 
Beuve's own studies, based upon a study of 
ancestry, of contemporary infiyences as well 
as upon the actud! product of the writer him- 
self.

Africa, Honolulu, where we. played before 
Queen Lil, and then to Cuba. In Ouba under 
the Spanish rule no one was allowed to 
applaud until fhe governor did so, and if 
the performance did not come up ito the 
promises of the show bill the actors were 
liable to arrest. Suffice it is to say that 
we were not arrested. On our return we

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I often wonder how many persons who sit 
in the audience on the opening night of a 
big musical play realize the amount of brain 
work and manual labor that have been ex- 
pended before the curtain can rise on that 
opening night! Leaving out the troubles of 
authorship and the genius of the composer 
who fits melodies to the words of-a ditty, I 
want to say a word about the work of the 
chorus. 
It looks so easy when about twenty-five 
girls come out, sing a chorus, and then dance. 
But {[t isn’t easy. Those girls probably have 
gone through that same song and practiced 
that same dance every morning, afternoon, 
and night for three to four weeks previous. 
In the case of my new play, “‘ The Hurdy 
Gurdy Girl,”” we have had to do all that work 
in two weeks and two days. That means 
work—real, downright, nerve exhausting 
work. 

~~ 
Remember it’s the one girl that is slow that 
holds everything back. The apt chorus girls 
learn the song and dance in two or three 
days, but some take a week,.some two weeks, 
some never quite get the hang of it. And 
it’s the one girl who often makes me wish 
I were a butcher or a baker. 
In ‘“‘The Hurdy Gurdy Girl” there are 
about twelve songs with dance accompani- 
ments. Each dance has from three to five or 
six variations, for we always gamble on a 
success, and so arfrarige for encores before 
ever the curtain goes up. Sometimes we mis- 
calculate on the success of a certain number 
from the viewpoint of the public, and then 
we don’t need those carefully thought out 
encores. But that’s another story. 
The time of rehearsal is the time of work. 
That's the reason I usually require every 
applicant for a chorus position to ask three 
times before giving her a tryout. I want her 
to be sure she knows what she is undertak- 
ing. If you tell a girl what she is expected 
to do during rehearsals and she doesn't back 
out, she’s pretty sure to have some ambition 
in her makeup, and that’s what I like ina 
girl—ambition... It will carry her farther on 
the stage than in any other profession or 
occupation,

“ Freedom of science,"’ declares Prot. Fos- 


‘ter in hie quietly intense way, “is really a 
decisive requirement of the truly religious 
‘spirit. Or is this true? Has not faith over- 
‘ound and gagged science? Has not the 
‘practice of faith been to secure its own su- 
'premacy and infallibility by fire and sword? 
Think of the stake at which faith has slaugh- 
tered the mertyrs of free thought, of the 
dungeons in which the free voice has been 
silenced! And it is not the church of Rome 
‘alone which has sworn deadly hostility to 
freedom of science. Not there that the sit- 
uation is most dangerous. There the war is 
carried on open and brutal. 

“Much more dangerous is the velled, 
‘overt, subterranean warfare which is car- 
ried on by Protestant orthodoxy against free 
science, Protestant orthodoxy with ite pre- 
tension of respect for science, coupled with 
its purpose to degrade science to a sworn 
handmaid of the church, Protestant ortho- 
doxy having the form of the godliness of 
science, having a semblance of écience, yet 
setking to undermine the ground on which 
@lone science can grow and thrive. 

“ Protestant orthodoxy does not have a 
single school of learning today, certainly not 
@ theological: seminary, in which science is 
free. Either the orthodoxy. or the science or 
the freedom is semblance. And it is this 
Protestant situation that confuses men more 
than all the anathemas which the Vatican 
can launch against the champione of the free- 
dom of science. Within Protestantism many 
@ science has the semblance of freedom, but 
mot freedom itself. 

“Science fas its marching orders. What 
goal it shall reach is antecedently deter- 
mined. Or at least it is made ‘perfectly clear 
what conclusions it must avoid under all cir- 
cumstances. 

“But the point is that this opposition to 
free science is carried on in the name of re- 
ligion. Religion must be preserved to the 
people and the church must dp this. But 
@ church which must preserve religion to a 
people means that such a church is the 
@worn foe of scientific freedom. Ecclesiasti- 
cal politics becomes the order of the day. 
Things’ are turned right about. And instead, 
of the church preserving religion it is ex- 
pected that religion shall preserve the church. 

“ Religion is made an instrument of con- 
trol.

ay, capturing the eighth annual event from 

field of forty-five teams, of which thirty- 
two figured in the point column. 

The Maroon prep team’s total was 23 points 


—almost double that of Central High of san- } 


sas City, with 13%, which in turn took sec- 
ond from. Milford High of Hlinois which had 
13%. Detroit Central, through stellar work 
in the dashes, swung into fourth position. 
The Michigan boys scored 12 points. Mugke- 
gon was fifth with 11. ’ 

Though University High had a handy lead 
at the end of the meet, the winning team 
could not be determined in advance of the 
final event on the program, the pole vault. 
When Buck won this with a leap of 14 feet 
3% inches, a shout went up from the Maroon 
prep. rooters and it was all over. 


New Records Are Made. 


The meet set a record for record breaking 
performances, the most remarkable of which 
was the running of Marks of Beloit in the 
2 mile. The Wisconsin athlete kept out of 
the mile purposely. Jumping in the lead 
from the crack of the gun, he steadily drew 
away from his field and ‘in the end crossed 
the line in 9:58%. Cowley of Muskegon hung 
up a better mark than he set at Stagg’s 
meet last year. He tore off the mile in 
4:35%, almost six seconds better than his 
previous record, 


Woodbury of Centra] High, Kansas City, | 


dashed over the low hurdles one-fifth of a 
second faster than the former time. The 
fourth record to be shattered was the discus 
throw, and the man responsible for this was 
Byrd of Milford, star of the Illinois inter- 
scholastic.” 


Byrd a Host in Himself. 


Byrd, besides brea a record and swing- 
ing His téaumm Into second place by his own ef- 
forts, was the individual point winner, He 
took first in the shot put in additiori to the 
discus, and astonished the spectators by 
clearing 5 feet 9% inches in the high jump, 
sharing points in the triple tie for first.. In 
all, he took 13 1-8 points. 

Woodbury came second in the point total, 
winning both hurdle evenss and tying for sec- 
ond Rowbotham and Foster of Mercersburg 
in the pole vault. 

W. Spiegel also won a brace of firsts inthe 
century and 220 yard dashes. All three of 
the high score winners were practically the 
only point winners for the schools they repre- 
sented. 

The Mercersburg athletes were disappoint- 
ments. Stories of their remarkable perform- 
ances in the east had led the crowd to expect 
some great work, but the two stars who rep- 
resented the school were able to gather only 
three and one-half tallies. Coach Stagg could 
not account for the failure of the Seattle 
team to appear for the meet. Word had been 
sent him that the far west wonders. would 
surely be on hand. 

The number of teams to share in the point 
column was thirty-two out of forty<five that 
Never in the history of Stagg’s 


scores amnong competing athletes. The hard- 
est fights came for-places other than firsts, 
as the best men in the fleld demonstrated 
their class in most cases without being 


pushed. 


Early Rain Mars Field. 


The heavy rain that fell before the meet 
made the going slow and put the athletes at 
a disadvantage for record breaking work. 

Craig of Kansas City Manual Training won 
the first half mile race in a sensational finish 
with Campbell of University High. It 
was nip and tuck until ten yards from the 
tape, when the Missouri boy forged ahead 
and finished with two feet to spare.

John L. Sullivan took the 
game out of the muck in which it was wal- 
lowing and did more than any one man thet 
ever lived to place it on the level as & square 
sport. To John L. goes the honor of having 
fought more clean and aboveboard battles 
than any pugilist before or since his time. 
Search the old boy’s records and there are 
few instances where the least shade of Goubt 
has ever been cast as to his sincerity. 

There were many times in his career that 
he had plenty of chances to crogs the public, 
but he preferred to let his opponent do the 
best he could while he himself never thought 


of allowing @ man any consideration when he | 


stepped into the ring with him. 


Sullivan Had Science. 

In Sulilvan’s day fighters were of the rough 
and ready type. They were the graduates of 
the rough and tumble impromptus or the 
blacksmith shop or forge. They were fight- 


ers because nature had made them naturally 


the superiors of their fellow man in physical 
powers. With his wonderful agility and hit- 
ting powers Sullivan also combined a science 
of his own and the result was that he toured 
the country, knocking out men right and left. 

Sullivan’s reputation and wonderful money 


earning capacity was the first great incentive 


toward the evolution of the prize ring. 


“Throughout the land the stories were circu- 


lated of the fabulous sums made, and as 
there is innate in every man a desire to make 
money the better athietic element of the 
country took up the game of boxing. The 
advertising given John L. caused more peo- 


ple to interest themselves in the prize ring 


than anything up to his time. There were 


few points in America that he failed to touch.

HAT is the average buyer’s ‘‘price’’? 

Don't’ be’ shocked at the verbiage. 

Don't get up on the high horse of 

idealism. point your banner of “* ex- 

. celsior’’ at the far horizon, and 

sock indignant spurs into the beast from 
both sides. 

The fact is that at this moment a business 
concern, trying to establish itself upon the 
basis of an average buyer's ‘ price,’’ has its 
solicitors at work in Chicago on the tentative 
assumption that it can *‘ buy buyers for 2 
per cent.”’ 

Reading between the lines of the promoters’ 
proposition, this average buyér of manu- 
factured products is considered to be a 
cheap ‘skate, easily and cheaply for sale. By 
the same inference he is open to the baldest 
suggestion of graft. however small the meas- 
ure doled out according to averages. As to 
the grounds for belief in these things nothing 
could be more convincing of the new con- 
cern’s seriouéness than that it is spending 
money for the promotion of the scheme which 
it hopes to. prove ‘to the concern’ s profit. 

‘The Mystic Sales company” will suffice 
as the designation of the organization. Its 
plan ofseperation is to make the company 
the agent between the manufacturer and 
dealer. who is the logical purchaser of the 
manufactured products. Butin approaching 
the mavtufacturer and the potential buyer 
two radically difierent propositions are used 


by the promoters. ‘

Free Ad Bait for Manufacturer. 

The manufacturer is baited by the proposal 
of civing him free advertising ina pook which 
-the Sales company purposes issuing broad- 
cast to thetrade. In this book the adyer- 
tisement of’ the manufacturing concern is to 
have display~insertion and his return for 
the privilege is to be embodied in an agree- 
ment by which the manufacturer is to pay to 
“The Mystic Sales company” 4 per cent 
of all the sales business stirred up by “*‘ The 
Mystic Sales company.’ 

When enough manufacturing concerns 
needing @ market are interested on this 4 
per cent basis, the Mystic Sales company 
will issue the book, appearing before the 
buyer, offering him a copy free and turning 
over to him a rubber stamp with which he 
may designate his future orders as coming 
through the offices of the Mystic Sales com- 
pany. 

But as a further incentive to the buyer to

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Discounts for Cash Proper. 

In legitimate business of the manufacturer 
the precedent is established that discounts 
for cash in purchases are proper. To the cash 
buyer affected by this he sees no more than 
the reasonable premium which the manu-’ 
facturer can afford to pay for the use of the 
cash for the sixty or ninety days’ time limit 
on ordinary dealings. It may be taken for 
granted that the catalogued prices of factory 
products always may be cut 5 per cent for 
cash. 

But wherever these discounts for cash 
are taken advantage of, the house which 
may eraploy a buyer must have knowledge 
of the cash payment and take the profit 
from it. But in baiting the buyer with this 
graft 2 per cent, the scheme has no ethical 
or business standing. 

In certain mercantile establishments of the 
larger type, a buyer for a certain department 
of the business is head of that department. 
His salam’ ordinarliy is a sum representing 
approximately 1 per cent of that depart- 
ment’s sales. In this way the buyer cannot 
escape the responsibility for the sale of the 
goods which he has bought. To buy goods 
which will not sell might constitute a mis- 
take costing him his jed in short order. 

At the same time thousands of buyers and 
purchasing agents are in a position which 
does not shoulder upon them dirgetiy the 
consequences of purchases that are not wise. 
Occasionally in times past one of these buy- 
ers has been Giscovered in a secret dea] 
through which he has been reaping a‘ per- 
centage of the purchases through collusion 
with a salesman from the factory. This col- 
lusion often has been approved of by the

Business Letter Mill Made. 


By John 


ID you ever have occasion to sit with- 
in earshot of the average office cor- 
respondent, dictating letters in answer 
to correspondence which he held piled 
up before him on his desk? And did 

it ever occur to you, sitting within earshot of 
this ayerage correspondent, that if a dozen 
or a score of the recipients of his letters 
should meet a few days later and compare 
their missives, they'd find remarkable dif- 
ficulty, after mixing them up, to redistribute 
them again? 

In the lar;rer organizations correspondence 
of a certain nature finds its way to a certain 
departmental correspondent for answer. This 
correspondent may be answering inquiries 
and settling complaints, for instance. Long 
experiefice at the work has jaded his imagi- 
nation, starved his forms of expression, and 
otherwise made an automatic machine of 
him. ‘“‘ Hark, from the tomb a doleful sound,” 
might be descriptive of his intonation as he 
stafts into a bunch of letters, and the dole- 
fulness increases as his task proceeds. 

“John D. Doe Esq., Bungtown, Ia.—Dear 
Sir: Referring to your letter of the 15th inst., 
permit me to say,” etc. : 

“Richard W. Roe Esq., Jayville, Kas.— 
Dear Sir: In reference to your inquiry of 
May 18, I beg to say,” etc. 

‘‘Harry H. Goe Bsq., Hawville, Mo.—Dear 
Sir: Reverting to your inquiry of the 20th 
ultimo, permit me to state,"’ etc.

Yawn Marks Only Deviation. 

In the above samples of introduction to 
such letters there is considerable variation 
by comparison with some of this machined 
correspondence. Often the correspondent, 
yawning occasionally with a look at the 
clock, never has attempted a deviation from 
the one set form of introductory in ten years. 
Having his form introduction, he may have 
also his set phraseology in subscribing him- 
self as “‘thanking you for past favors and 
hoping for a continuation of our hitherto 
pleasant relations, I am."’ eto, 

Is it any wonder that the “ form letter” 
evolved outyof this situation? Dictated per- 
sonally as letters of the above type are, they 
have not the slightest first appearance as 
other than mill work. With their introduc- 
tory set phrases and automatically worn su- 
perscriptions, the vital matter in the letter of 
reply may not occupy half the space given to 
the machine work of the letter. To the auto-

matic, set phrases of the letter, too, the added 
mechanical appearance of the typewritten 
reply makes the letter doubly wooden. 
Occasionally a business house provides in 
its printed letterheads lined spaces indicat- 
ing the date of the letter which is answered 
and the subject matter involved in the cor- 
respondence. This may appear mechanical, 
but its position is close to the mechanically 
printed head of the letter and it takes from 
the letter itself much of its machine made 
appearance,

Letter Renders Oratory Impossible. 
That average department correspondent in 
dictating his average correspondence day 
after day relapses into a monotonous tone of 
voice that is wholly out of line with anything 
ever-taught him as a kid delving into a 
new first reader. For him to render one of 
his letters before a third reader class in 
school, using the intonation of his dictation, 
he would be graded about 30 and kept in an 
hour after school. Phrased as such a set 
letter is, it would require a strong constitu- 
tion to lend oratorical shadings to it. But 
the point is that in any matter of moment a 
letter that doesn't admit of forensic interpre- 
tation In some degree isn't going to hit the 
correspondent at all personally and force- 
fully. 
Suppose that instead of the droned, Rame.- 
ses II. type of letter referred to here the 
house correspondent suddenly sat up and 
took real notice. Let us suppose that itisa 
kick letter in which the correspondent’s house 
feels it is in the right, though plainly not 
grouchy over the letter. In these premises 
suppose the correspondent braces up to the 
rea] meat of the letter in his hand. 
“John D. Doe Esq., Bungtown, Ia.—Dear 
Sir: Say, take it from me, pleasantly, but 
you are bugs on that deal! We skimmed the 
cream off for you in that matter. We aren’t 
angels here and you weren't buying harps, 
anyhow. But we felt that you were getting 
the goods when we shipped, and if you didn’t 
we wanttoknow. Your kick has been passed 
on where it will do the most good, however, 
and you may expect to hear from us on the 
matter at the earliest. In the meantime don't 
knock us to your friends; come and kick me. 
We'll furnish the transportation. Sincerely,”’ 
etc.

Such a thing is an impossi- 
bility. Such a practice must ruin any busi- 
neers. 

*“ Every little while we hear of Papa Rail- 
road\President putting his son, out to learn 
the business from the bottom im. The son is 
‘braking’ on a freight train. we hear, and 
prick up our ears with interest. But what an 
absurdity on the face of it. That young 
man’s whole life has been such as to unfit him 
Wholly from ever doing the real work of the 
real brakeman. He can’t get into sympathy 
with the work, even if he has the physical 
strength and determination to carry out the 
plan literally. 


“T know the father of two young men in 


a __¥ Chicago who recently went into. the business 


world. The father, after the sons’ gradua- 
tion, took them into his own business. The 
manager of the house didn’t have the nerve 
to tell the father that they were impossible. 
But the boys were of grit and intelligence and 
they decided for themselves that they were 
misfits. The situation is that the father 
never has been reconciled to his business and 
he took the sons into it in the hope that they 
would ._prove a staying influence. One of 
these young men is here with me now—not 
because his father is my friend, mind yor 
but because I know the family stock. But 
that young man is staying here simp!lWbe- 
cause he is making good and feels that/he is 
in a congenia! atmosphere. 

'* Mark this difference between taking the 
son of a good fellow and social factor and the 
s0n of some man whom you know and admire 
for his sturdy honesty, good breeding, and 
common sense. There are such men whom 
anemployer in need of help might ask at first 
Sight: ‘Have you got a son old enough to go 
to work that you'd like to send around here?’ 
The feeling of the employer would be: ‘I'd. 
like to have the son of that kind of manin the 
house; he'd get there, seems to me.’ 

‘‘But in most businesses the young man 
coming into the work must serve an appren- 
ticeship. He's got to take the apprentice

influences would put into the place must 

rebe] at the conditions.

Timidity Hard to Overcome. 

“To be an available small messenger to- 
Gay a willing, unquestioned obedience to or- 
Gers is necessary. Not every person empow- 
ered to give orders is considerate. The av- 
erage boy's pride will be hurt many times. 
in the course of a year. He will feel the 


.* Would. you believe that this is a good 
school of training for the men that finally 
may be graduated to the head of the institu- 
tion? Not by any means! That boy who has 
the spirit to smart under the humiliations 
of the messenger experience and the capacity 
for doing something in the world, is likely 
to leave the house of his apprenticeship at 
the first opportunity. He will try to forget 
the whole experience. - 

“That one impossible thing in taking in 
the young ma@n from. the well to do family, 
wholly updn’the influences that he can bring 


‘to bear, Mes in this fact of the inevitable 


apprenticeship conditions in his work. This 
average young man out of college comes in 
here at 21 or 22 years old. Nothing that he 


: has learned in school is at once applicable to 


his work. He will find itn here the boy.4rho 
came in from high school at 17 or 18 years, 
who’at his own age may bein a position con- 
siderably above him at good salary. Don't 
you’ see how depressing the condition is to 
the young college man? Don’t you see how 
big a risk it- is to take the young man of 
the well to do home save on his own merits 
as he appears to you, an applicant for a posi- 
tian, without pull or pressure?” 

, . * 

Civil Service Good Example. 

Perhaps that greatest of all repudiations 
of the * pull ’’ in job finding has been shown 
in the civil service movement in government. 
Where this repudiation has been in earnest 
and in full force, doubtless even the poll- 
tician in office finds it a marked relief from 
the old régimes under which he had to try 
to reward all followers with political prefer- 
ences in appointments. 

But the civil service did not originate with 
the politician who had been reared to the 
belief that “‘ to rhe victor belonga the spoils.” 
The movement began on the part of the tax- 
paying public which so long had been paying 
the salaries of incompetent appointees 
through political preferences. The ability 
and tastes of the appointee for a particular 
work had been overlooked altogether in the 
payment of the poltical debt which put the 
employé on the payroll. His pull was every- 
thing. ‘*‘ What does he want?’ was the sole 
question of the political debtor and under it 
the business of decent government was going 
to smash. 

Yet the business of government under the 
old gonditions was no worse than the busi- 
ness of the industrial or commercial] great 
house which would hold itself open to the 
personal and social influences which would 
fill iiS pay rolls. 

A reasonable certainty of an employé in 
holding his salaried position is accepted by 
the employer as necessary to business suc- 
cess. But that certainty cannot be based in 
the influences which merely gave the em- 
ployé the position. For him to feel that 
the influences which found him place are 
sufficiently strong to hold him there, regard- 
less of his accomplishments as a worker, can- 
not fail of being destructive. It is the in- 
vitation to decadence on the part of both em- 
pioyé and house. 

, * * 
Mistake 4 Father May Make. 


Today, in the opinion of the veteran cashier 
of one of the largest banks-in Chicago. that 
father or mother, kinsman of friend of so0- 
cial influence is making a mistake when he 
tries to use such leverage in securing @ 
position for the young man. He insists that 
the whole secheme of organization is so out 
of sympathy with the idea as to make the 
attempt react against the chances of the 
young man in many cases. It may excite 
prejudices that are difficult to overcome, even 
should the candidate in person appear most 
desirable. 

* Too many. parents are bent upon choosing 
the life work for their chiidren,"’ he says. 
‘That impulse which most often would 
prompt the.father to bring his influence to 
bear to secutre this opening for the son has 
its rise in the father’s suspicions that other- 
wise the son would be considered impossible 
by the employer. 

“Suppose that this influence does secure 
the position for the-boy. It may be strong 
enough to impress the head of a department 
who has supervision of the young man's 
work. This chief may not have nerve enough 
to report the unfitness of the young man for 
the place or for even that line of work. The 
boy himself does not recognize his unfitness. 
The result, likely, is that the employé is car- 
ried along from year to year, making no 
progress and with no future. promising him 
in the business. Suddenly he may find him- 
self too old to try to recover lost opportuni- 
ties. 

* * 
Capacity and Fitness Real Factors. 


**Right here, however, there are some 
wrong conceptions about age in the matter 
of employés. Young men of 18 or 20 years 
old have come-in here and in the first two 
or three years have shown surprising adapta- 
bility, going right up the ladder for a few 
rungs—and th@re stopped, past any further 
ability to progress. On the other hand, men 
of 25 to 30 years have come In, plodded faith- 
fully, learning the sound principles of. the 
work, and in the end have gone to the top 
places of responsibility and effectiveness. 
Age at the beginning has had nothing to do 
with this fact; the capacity and the fitness 
of the man have been all important factors.”’ 

* Let your boy have his head,” seems tobe 
the advice of the business man who is de- 
pendent upon an organization of m@én. More 
than eyer the man of business is seeking for 
the-employé who can invoke enthusiasm fn 
his work. Don’t force your boy into a four 
year medical course when he wants to bea 
locomotive engineer. When he has chosen 
his line of work help him prepare forit. Tel] 
him that In his taste and preparation for it, 
together with his own developed personality, 
rest his chances, and that it is he, alone, who 
must present himself for that inspection 
whuch must precede his acceptance as an em- 


ployé. 
For the pull—persona!l, social, and political

“Something Different’ the Essential. 

To get the best sélfish returns from his 
vacation, this employé should count upon 
“something different’’ ffom his everyday 
life. There are a hundred ways and means for 
doing this, ranging in cost from a few do]- 
lars to a few hundred dollars. But almost 
regardless of cost, anything that brings 
about this pleasant change of existence 
serves the purpose of the vacation, provided 
that at the end of the period the worker 
comes back to his work with renewed en- 
ergies and the sense of having rested sanely. 

To have some one interesting thing ahead 
of him to enjoy is one of the chief requisites 
of a sane vacation. To have this thing 
ahead of him.in pleasant prospect, the man 
with his vacation coming must see his way 
to paying the price of It. He can’t expect 
the interest of anticipation or the pleasure 
if he must: face the 
necessity of going into debt for it, or the 


‘chance of failing to get money, even by bor- 


rowing.» To have the price of it in sight. 
whether it be much or little. is an.essential. 

Vacations nominally are twelve months 
apart. ‘ There are twelve months in which 
the man in expectation of.a vacation may 


_ prepare to finance it. .Im all good sense the 


expenditures for the vacation period shouN 
bear logical relation to the employé’s in- 
come. That proportion of expenditure 
should be fixed in all.common sense, after 
which the man anticipating the vacation 
should plan to save for his outing. 

Have you never séen that employé, just 
on the verge of his vacation period, moving 


sluggishly and scowling at his work? Ask- 
ing the cause for ft, have you never heard 
the explanation? 

“ Fine thing!’’ he exclaims, sullenly. “‘ Two 
weeks’ vacation beginning Saturday night 
and I’ve got $1.30! Wouldn't that make you 
warble, though?” . 

That's the kind of man I'd fire on a second 
offense. Why? Fer several of the beat of 
reasons. In the first place, the average 
vacatiom prospect anticipates that employés 
shall double up a little on the work during 
the whole period of vacatioris. Either be- 
fore or after his own dull outing from the 
office this man will have to take on his 
share of helping out. With a disgusting 
prospect before him or an impossible remem- 
brance of the time he spent behind him, 
can he be expected to do his duty in this 
doubling up? 

Such a man in all probability has been 
living beyond his immediate means. He has 
been drawing his sdlary each week on Sat- 
urday or on Monday, and by the next night

price in my business; not that I think that I 
am more honest than others but because I 
think it is good policy.” In those days the 
one price systém was not in vogue as it is 
now, but-this man introduced it into his busi- 
ness and madea success of it.

He never again bought a dollar's 
worth of goods from that traveling man, who, 
after a number of years, went into business 
for himself, failed, and died a poor man. 

‘‘ But,”” some merchants will say, “it is 
impossible now, after doing business on the 
old methods for so many years, to change to 
the one price system.” But it is not impos- 
sible—just try it; hang out a card on the first 
of the month, “‘ Only one price for all,’’ mark 
your prices in plain figures; do not allow your 
customers to beat you down one cent, and you 
will be surprised at the good results,

Fur Coats Good Example. 


Here is an example in my own experience: 

Every merchant’ who sells men’s fur coats 
says that it takes more time to sell a fur 
coat to a farmer than it does to sell hima 
farm or a team of horses; besides, there is 
less profitin them than fn anything else in 
the store. This is the general complaint. 
One day one of my best-customers, who con- 
ducts a large store in W—— and is as careful 
a business man as can be found, said to me: 
“TIT am going out of the fur coat business; 
I am disgusted with it; I will not buy any 
more. It does not pay to sell a coat for one 


or two dollars’ profit, or even sometimes to 
sée]] it at cost.” 

I replied: “My friend, you are right, it 
doesn’t pay to handle themif you can't make 
a fair profit. But who is to blame for these 
conditions? You and the other fellow. You 
ask a certain price for a coat, but before you 
let the customer go out you reduce the price 
to sch a low margin that there is nothing 
left for you. . Besides, if the weather is a 
little warm in November or December you 
get scared and commence to cut prices, be- 
cause you are afraid to carry over a few.”’ 

Then 
I told him to try it once more next season— 
to buy a small stock of coats, mark them ata 
good fair profit, and refuse to sell a coat for 
even 10 cents less than the marked price. 
The result surpassed my highest expecta- 
tions. My friend told me, when I came 
around again after six months, that he had 
never made so much money on fur coats. 
anw®, besides, had Jess trouble in selling them 
than ever before. While he was talking to 
me a farmer came in who wanted a fur coat 
which was hanging outside. The price was 
$25. Without a word of complaint the 
farmer took out his pocketbook and laid 
down the money. 

And what was the cause of this prompt- 
ness? Because my friend had educated his 
customers to the one price system. He had 
advertised it, and when a customer refused 
to give him his price he let him go. But 
every time, he said, they came back and 
took the coat.

Overcomes Fear with Profit. 

And here is another example: 

Years ago a friend of mine started a small 
hat store in a large city. Then the “ take- 
what-you-can-get '’ system was in vogue in 
alb the clothing and hat Stores. After a year 
of two my friend felt that it was not the right 
thing to charge one man $3 for a hat and sell 
the same article to another man for $2.50.

Every once in a while it will pay a house- 
wife to make a tour through the kitchen fur- 
nishings department of one of the big stores. 
She will enjoy seeing all the new inventions 
which make kitchen work so much easier, 
even if she does not purchase. If she can 
withstand the temptation, however, to lay 
out a dollar or so—well, she has not the true 
housewifely enthusiasm that she ought to 
have. 

For inetance, there’s the little eggbeater 
which can be put in a cup and beats up one 
egg as light and with as little effort as halfa 
dozen. That”sounds paradoxical. but any 
cook will tell you that beating one lonesome 
egg is a much more difficult thing than to beat 
half a dozen, because there is such a little of 
it that the old style egg beater cannot “ get 
into it properly.”’ 

After this egg beater comes a frying pan 
ecraper, which is a joy. It is a short, broad 
bladed knife with a perfectly square end, 
which is also sharp. Take the worst frying 
pan you ever saw, fill it with warm water in 
which has been put a tablespoonful of wash- 
ing powder, set it on the fire, and let the 
water come to a boll, then a few scrapes with 
this little scraper, which gets into every curve 
and crevice, rinse it—and there you are. 


Science Applied to Frying Pans. 


And that brings to mind a story about 4 
man who was expatiating on the great prac- 
tical benefits conferred by modern science. 
“Yes,” said one of his women listeners, 
‘but science has never taught us an easy 
way to clean a frying pan.” 

“ Madam," replied the scientist, “if you 
will put a little wood alcohol into your dirty 
frying pan and set fire to it it wil] burn it out 
as clean as it was when you bought gy 

The woman tried it, and to her surprise and 
horror the burnt out alcohol left on her pan 
a black crust which was infinitely harder to 
remove than the grease of cooking. So much 
for science as applied by @ man who knew 
nothing. of frying pans. 

But to get back to the housekeeping con- 
veniences. So many women are content to 
go without the proper mops, brushes; and 
general cleaning paraphernalia, and yet com- 
plain bitterly how hard it is to keep a house 
clean. It would be much easier if they 
had the newest implements for the 
work. One scrubbing brush and a pail can- 
not adequately replace the various wall and 
floor and window brushes which are made in 
special reference to the individual need.

The designs include stripes, fan- 
cy checks, and plaids. 

Sailor blouses may be made to open down 
the front, or to slip over the head. Follow 
closely all directions given on the patterns, 
seeing that the cloth for the blouse is folded 
through the middle, on the length, and the 
front edge of the blouse pattern laid on this 
fold. The material for the yoke facing is 
cut out in the same way; with the fold on the 
length of the goods, for the middle of the 
front. : 

The lower edge of the yoke facing is turned 
in evenly, and as in most wash materials it 
can be made to stay in position by creasing. 
Basting is not necessary. The facing is laid 
in position on the blouse, a few pins putinto 
hold it in place, then the lower edge is care- 
fully basted to the blouse on both the front 
and back. 

The stitching of the edge comes next; and 
Ohe row is put in close to the edge, and a row 
above this, one-quarter or three-eighths of 
an inch above. Take the basting out before 
going any further. 

It is an excellent plan to entirely finish the 
work as one goes along, just as far as possi- 
ble. It takes no longer in the end to work 
this way, and the Work is more easily done 
and lookg better in the end. 

* * 

The next part to work on will be the sleeves, 
and in this regulation sailor blouse it can 
readily be seen thatthe shoulder is unusually 
long; this allows a large enough armhole to 
have the cut across the top of the sleeve be 
straight, and be put intq the blouse without 
any fullness at all. Be certain before the 
sleeves are cut out that the length is correct, 
then see that the middle of the length is on 
the straight of the material. The lower part 
is laid in plaits. and the perforations for these 
are marked on the pattern. Before unpin- 
ning the pattern mark corresponding dote 
on the sleeves. Lay the plaits as directed, 
baste in position, baste the sleeve seam up 
and try on to see that the size around will be 
right. 

If it is too tight, a slight alteration can be 
made on two or four plaits on each sleeve. 
It is better to alter several slightly than to 
make ‘too great a difference on one or two. 
The plaits are stitched close to their outside 
edges; and if the machine is a double-thread- 
ed one the next step will be to pull the thread 
at the top of each plait to the wrong side and 
tie securely, cutting the ends off, but not too 
closely... ~ 

Take the bastings out, make the narrow 
cuff and put on, first finishing the faced and 
extension hems forthe length that the open- 
ing is to be. The tinder arm seam of the 
blouse as well as the seam of the sleeve are 


both open; and it is now time to stitch the. 


sleeve into the armhole. Holding the sleeve 
next to you, and both sleeve and blouse wrong 
side out, pin the sleeve te position at each end 
and in the middle; baste and then stitch.

he bastings out, turn to the right 
side of the garment, and crease the seam to- 
Wards the shoulder. The seam should be 
overcast together on the wrong side first. The 
seam is then stitched on the right side to 
match the lower edge of the yoke facing. 
The, under arm and sleeve sedms are next 
basted and stitched, making one long, ‘con- 
tinudus seam. 

These blouses usually have a pocket on the 
upper left front; and unless one knows how 
they are apt to be a troublesonie proposition 
to put in. Mark the opening for the, pocket 
on the blouse, then bagte to the outside of the 
blouse, above and below the line of the pock- 
et slash, what will be the front of the pocket, 
and stitch on the basting as close as posei- 
ble to the line, allowing only sufficient room 
for the siash; cut it ‘and turn the pieces

Stitch the lower edge of the slash before 
the back of the pocket is put on, and after 
the back of the pocket is stitched to the front 
of the pocket bind or overcast the edges.

Then, on the 
outside of the blouse in the middle of the 
width at the waistline, is stitched a plece of 
lining through which to run a draw string. 

After this doublé strip of lining is basted 
in position baste a piece of broad tape on the 
wrong side of the blouse, at each end of this 
lining strip, first turning in the edges of the 
tape and being sure that it comes at each 
end, directly under the ends of the outside 
strip. Then stitch the lining strip to the 
blouse on the upper and lower edges. The 
tape underneath at each end prevents the 
blouse from tearing atthese pointa, The left 
sleeve is trimmed with a band, which ghould 
be stitched on before the sleeve is put into the 
armhole, and the right with ananchor. This 
may either be embroidered on the sleeve di- 
rectly, or these sets may be bought and ap- 
plied with a feather stitch. 


The sailor collar corners are finished with 
embroidered stars; the small, fitted chemi- 
sette is ornamented with an embroidered 
anchor, and the plain stock collar is trimmed 
with braid to match the sailor collar. A soft 
black silk tie in @ real sailor’s knot finishes 
the front of the blouse. 

Some pretty variations of the sailor suit 
are shown, ond especially so, having the 
blouse cut from a plain shirt waist pattern, 
and for a distance of five or six inches acrose 
the front, in the middle, there are tucks laid 
the length of the waist, and towards the mid- 
dle. A separate shaped piece is cut, extend- 
ing to the shoulder edge at the top, and tap- 
ering well towards the waistline. This rever 
is finished with a scalloped embroidered 
edge. The low, turnover collar isijalso made 
with the scallops. 

The skirt is cut in seven gores, with the 
front gore in the shape of a plaited panel, 
matching the plaits or tucks on the waist. 
The embroidered pieces are on either side 
of this panel, matching those on the waist 
st giving, in a measure, the one piece ef- 
ect. 

Another suit for a young girl shows @ plain 
skirt with a tucked body part, plain, tight 
sleeves, a tiny vest made of the dress ma- 
terial, and trimmed with rows of braid 
stitched across. Over this comes a deep 
shaw) shaped collar, rounding kracefully in 
the front, and finishing in a deep point in the 
middle of the back. A short turnover cofJar 
finishes this at the top. 


Young girls will wear many linen frocks 
this season besides the ever popular sailor. 
A great many of these frocks show white 
cotton braiding, embroidery, or are trimmed 
with small white crochet buttons. The semi- 
princess style has proved popular for young 
girls’ frocks in wash’ materials. Perhaps 
this ig because it is so easy to slip on and off 
and one always has the assurance that her 
clothes are not coming apart. 

Another style that is popular with young 
girls is of the Greenaway order, a charming 
and quaint style particularly wet adapted to 
young, girlish figures.

Among the best relaxing exercises are 
those which start with the body standing and 
letting go of each myscle and joint sep-

CHINESE CHOP SUEY—Cut two pounds of fresh 
pork into thin strips and let fry In boiling olive oil 
for ten minutes. Add one large onion, sliced thin, and 
let fry until tender; then add one cupful of sliced 
mushrooms, two stalks of celery cut fine, one-fourth 
of a cupful of Chinese sauce, and a pinch of pepper. 
Moisten with one-half a cupful of hot water. ‘Cover 
and let simmer until tender. Thicken sauce with flour 
moistened with a little milk and let boil. Put some 
well seasoned, cooked rice on a platter; on this pour 
the chop suey and serve hot, 

CHICKEN CHOP SUEY—Cut all the meat of a 
chicken into thin strips; season with black pepper and 
cayenne and fry in hot olive oil. Add two tablespoon- 
fuls of minced ham, two stalks of chopped celery, 
green bean sprouts, bamboo sprouts, and half a cup of 
mushrooms cut fine. Add “one-fourth cupful of Chi- 
nese sauce; cover and let simmer until tender. Thicken 
the sauce with flour; add two tablespoonfuls of cream 
and chopped parsley. Serve hot. on a platter with 
boiled rice. 

CHINESE BOILED CHICKEN—Cut a fat chicken 
into pieces at the joints; season with pepper, salt, 
ginger, and curry powder; then put in a deep saucepan. 
Add some chopped ham, a few slices of bamboo sprouts, 
one chopped onion, three tablespoonfuls of chopped 
walnuts. Cover with hot water and let stew slowly 
until tender.

CHINESE FRIED CHICKEN—Cut two spring chick- 

ens into pieces at the. joints, season with salt, pepper, 
and curry powder, and fry in hot olive oil until brown. 
Remove chicken; add one-fourth of a cupful of Chinese 
chestnuts, one-fourth cupful of chopped leeks, one- 
half @ pint of Chinese sauce, two chopped red peppers, 
some bamboo sprouts shaven thin, and one-half cup- 
ful of water. Cover and cook ten minutes. Add 
chicken to the saucé, with one cupful of cocoanut 
juiée. Let ‘all simmer until chicken is tender. Serve 
on a platter with a border of cooked rice and garnish 
with fried parsley. 
. CHINESE NOODLE SOUP—Boil large hen in threa 
quarts of water. Add a few slices of ham, one sliced 
onion, some sliced mushrooms, two stalks of celery 
cut fine, two tomatoes, and Chinese herbs chopped. 
Cook’ three hours and strain; then boil up. Add fine 
noodles and-let cook ten. minutes. Add chopped parsley 
and serve at once. 

CHINESE EGGS—Cook some rice in a rich chicken 
stock; place on platter. Fry six eggs and trim neatly; 
sprinkle with salt, black pepper, chopped parsley, and 
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lemon juice. Put the eggs on the rice and pour a lit- 
tle hot tomato sauce over base of platter and serve. 

CHINESE FISH—Clean and. season a large white 
fish with salt, pepper, and paprica, and let boil with 
four sliced shallots and one clove of garlic mashed 
fine. When nearly done add one tablespoonful of but- 
ter, two sprigs of parsley chopped fine, one tablespoon- 
ful of soy, one tablespoonful each of tarragon and 
Worcestershire sauce. Let cook until done. Place on 
platter. Garnish with fried parsley and sérve with 
boiled. rice.

CHINESE RICE—Into a quart of vigorously boil- 
ing water drop, grain by grain, one cupful of rice, 
Let boll for four minutes; add one tablespoonful of 
SOY, three chopped ‘shallots, and salt to taste. Place 
on platter. Cover with chopped hard bojled eggs, 
sprinkle with salt, paprica, and chopped parsley. Gar- 

nish with some thin slices of smoked salmon, 
CHINESE CURRY—Peel and fry some small 
onions.

scoop out some of the center, fill with the mixture, and 
cover with a curry sauce.

CHINESE CABBAGE—Chop a small head of cab- 
bage and then fry one onion and two sliced sour ap- 
ples. Add the chopped. cabbage, one-half cupful of 
stock, and the juice of one-half a lemon; sprinkle with 
salt and cayenne pepper; add one-half teaspoonful 
of curry powder. Cover and let simmer until tender. 
Serve hot on a border of boiled rice.- 

CHINESE SALAD—Cut’ celery, apples, and truf- 
flies in fine shreds and mix with nasturtium flowers 
and stems; season with salt and pepper. Put into 
salad bowl and cover with mayonnaise dressing. Gar- 
nish with chopped hard boiled eggs and olives. 

CHINESE CHESTNUT SALAD—Mix two dozen 
cooked chestnuts with three truffles and two cooked 
potatoes cut into threads, Season with salt and pep- 
per. Add chopped Chinese herbs and moisten with 
white wine. Line salad bowl with crisp lettuce leaves; 
fill with mixture, sprinkle with finely chopped pars-

is medium sized, pure white linen, except when she 
is in mourning, when it is black bordered, but not 
obtrusively so.

Few signatures so refiect the character as does that 
of Mrs. Patrick A. Valentine. Perfectly modest, un- 
obtrusive in every detail, practical, and hiding nothing 
of its meaning. Her stationery is of medium eise, with 
the New York address in winter at the upper right 
hand corner in blue letters, or “Danforth Lodge, 
Oconomowoc, Wis.,” in the summer, 

Mrs. Russell Tyson, who was Sarah M. Bradley 
of Boston, writes a running hand, with barge capitals 
and plainly formed small letters. The “t” is crossed 
as if in a hurry and the “i” is dotted at random-—in 
fact, the punctuation marks are so light in Mrs. 
Tyson’s penmanship as almost to be invisible. 

Mrs. Joseph Bowen, who has come to be regarded 
as one of the philanthropists of the city, has used the 
same style of letter paper for several yeare—a me- 
dium sized folder of glazed paper in light cream, with 
her address, 136 Astor street, embossed in plain, 
square print of small size in the center of the page at 
the top. Mrs. Bowen’e lettefs are formed rapidly—so 
raphily, in fact, that not a great many would recognise 
Louise De Koven Bowen in the signature. 

Stability of character and businesslike methods 
are easily discernible in the signature of Mrs. Charles 
H. Conover. Mrs. Conover’s letter paper is of the 
size which permits a real letter to be written—not 
overlarge, but wider than the average page used by 
women. In the one corner in dark blue is embossed 
a series of letters, not intertwined but written to- 
gether so that the “D. L. B. C.” appears as a succes- 
sion of unseparated letters. On the opposite page, in 
small'clear type, appears “590 State street, North.”

Handpriting on Athletic Lines. 

Like the big, athletically built man who sings high 
tenor or the tiny individual who -goes to the depth of 
his boots in bass, the. more largely built women often 
write small hands, but this is not true in one con- 
spicuous case—that of Mrs. Cyrus Hall McCormick. 
Mrs. McCormick is tall and athletically built, and her 
handwriting is on the same scale. Her paper te of 
white, in the medium sise,.with the Huron street ad- 
dress or “ Walden, Lake Forest, Illinois,” the summer 
home, in the right hand corner.

Her stationery t# of deep 
cream—nearly yellow in fact, or rather buff—the edges 
are uncut, but only slightly ragged, however. The 
paper is large of size, with a pressed, almost indis- 
tinguishable border one-fourth inch wide. Miss Run- 
nells ‘writes within this border, and so leaves a good

Lavender Mrs. Meeker’s Favorite Shade. 

Mre. Arthur Meeker not always clings to the 
average pure white paper. Now and then Mra. Meeker 
chooses a delicately colored sheet upon which to write 
her notes and letters, and also Mra. Meeker is fond of 
the stiff card with the monogrammed corner, which 
combines the convenience of the postal card with the 
good form of an inclosed missive. A favorite shade 
in papers with Mrs. Meeker is the most delicately 
tinted lavender, with her monogram, “G. M. M.” (Grace 
Murray Meeker), embossed in a shade just enough 
darker to bring the letters out in relief. Mrs. Meeker 
writes a hand devoid of flourishes, except for the 
manner in which she crosses her “t's”—with e long, 
swift dash.

Pullman writes hurriedly, some 
af her letters large, others small, her punctuation 
largely made up of small dashes which resemble 
hyphense—even relegating the time honored period to 
the shelf in favor of them. Her name was Margaret 
A. Pinkerton -before her marriage, and she uses her 
second name in her signature. 

Mra. Morris Leidy Johnston, who was Grace Douglas 
of Ohio, writes a decided business hand on good sized 
paper, void of monograms or lettering of any kind, 
inclined to delicate blue in coloring. 

Mrs. J. Lewis Cochrane likes paper of a shade sim- 
ilar to that of Mrs. Johnston, and it almost is as plain 
as to decoration, except that Mrs. Cochrane has the 
middle top of the first page inscribed in plain, small 
dblue engraving of the address, 591 North State street. 

Miss Mabel Dick has a custom not often indulged 
in by the society maids and matrons. For het more 
important letters she has dainty but plain etationery, 
but for those with a business aspect she has a pad— 
a regular mucilaged pad of delicate blue (mucilaged 
in red, by the way), the only difference between this 
pad and those purchasable at the best corner drug 
stores being the address in small blue engraving at the 
top of the torn out,pages. Miss Dick's signature is as 
modest as her letter paper and her penmanship as 4 
whole quite as practical as her plainly read signature 
shows.

Fondness for the Country Shown. 

Mrs. Bdward Ayer’s summer tetter paper is éug- 
gestive of the country, of which she is so fond. It is 
of mottled green and white, the green faint, and up in 
the corner of the sheet, which is glazed, is “ The Oaks, 
Lake Geneva, Wisconsin,” in old English in a wood 
green. 

Two more mother and Jaughter signatures which 
are interesting to note as parallel studies are those of 
Mrs. Francis Larned and Miss Emily Larned. 

Mrs. Warren Beckwith, who was Ella Love, does 
not go in for monograme, nor does she follow the 
custom and use her full initials. For decoration Mrs. 
Beckwith uses her final initials in big, heavy letters, 
side and side with a period well up the. center between 
the two letters—" L. B.”—and this is in purple against 
the white of ‘the note paper. 

Few well known women of the city use the variety 
of letter paper that Mre. Edward A. Leicht chooses. 
Plain papers, papers of all delicate shades, striped 
papers, in tones of white and dull gray, papers to fit 
long thin envelopes or square ones or oblong. All of 
these, whatever the shape or the color, are beautifully 
monogrammed, sometimes bearing the crest, but al- 
ways there is the Old English embossed address, writ- 
ten out, Seventeen, Lake View Avenue, on the flap of 
the double lined envelope. Mrs. Leicht writes a pecu- 
dar penmanship, distinctive and feminine. 

The penmanship of Mrs. Dwight Lawrence (Mer- 

wyn Winston) slants backward, the capital “I's” and 
downward strokes of the “t's,” “I's,” “d's,” in fact, 
all the vertical lines heavy and resembling the figure 1.

John Kelly is talked of to this day as a noted linen 
manufacturer in County Tyrone. You have or hed in 
Chicago a noted surgeon named D. A. K. Steele, son of 
the Rev. Daniel Steele, a Presbyterian minister, who is 
still spoken of all over Tyrone as one of the wittiest 
men who ever lived in the county. He was a native of 
Cookstown, and “Steele's: Neck ” gtill stands and is 
pointed to as the old family seat.

conveyed by these words to the multitudes 
who are—without. Strange pictures are 
brought before the mental vision. Those 
without see those within greeted at the 


train by wily and villainous persons in 


checkered suits, whose sole idea is to sep- 
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arate the uninitiated ones from their hard earned money, 
Vivid mind pictures of garish cafés where wealth and 
poverty meet with awful consequences to poverty, spring 
into view. Still another picture presents itself and this 
fig the picture of the stranger alone, shunned, ragged, 
and homeless, with not a crust for his mouth or a bed 
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for his bones. 

A stranger in a strange city. What a sad predica- 
ment in which to find oneself! 

All of which has been dealing entirely with the 
imagination. As a matter of fact, the stranger in the 
city of Chicago, Cook county, bears the same relation 
to other ordinary mortals as does the flaxen haired dar- 


ling who is the pet in a family of brothers who are, after 


all, only common boys. Chicago's strangers are, with- 
out a doubt, the most important people in Chicago, and 
their welfare is more assiduously looked after than is 
the welfare of any other body of people. Mentally, mor- 
ally, and physically they are objects of the keenest in- 
terest and solicitation, and aforenamed interest and 
solicitation start with the entrance of the stranger 
through the gates of any of the city depots. 


* * 
Chicago Paths Lead to Virtue. 

Here he—or she—is met. They had no idea that 
there would be any one there to meet them; but they 
@re met. They are carefully. guarded and guided 
through the crowds being poured forth in all directions, 
by members of various city organizations whose busi- 
ness it is to meet the trains. Said members are desig- 
nated by badges or uniform. Should the strangers by 
any chance manage involuntarily to elude the “ meet- 
ers,” their eyes are accosted by signs which, pasted all 
over the depot, give directions as to where to go and 
what to pay and why. It would take a more strong 
minded and less weary individual than the average trav- 
eler to go astray under such conditions, for, apparently, 
all Chicago paths lead to virtue and it would be a reck- 
less would-be erring one who would attempt to kick 
against the pricks and fulfill in reality the vagaries of 
the relatives and friends without the gates. 

Once installed in their lodging houses, the stran- 
gers within the gates find that they are not to be left 
to their own devices. They are not to be allowed to 
mope and wander about the streets and choose their 
own companions who, wpon closer observation than the 
first cursory one, might prove to be evil. The chances 
are that a “devotee” appears upon the scene, ready and 
eager to take the stranger in charge. 

The Order of Devotees is a small organization, or- 
ganized for the express purpose of keeping strangers 
who desire to be respectable and law abiding from being 
anything else. It Is supposed to be preventive, not 
a@cure. For an initiation fee of $10 and after that a 
fee of $2 every month, young men and young women 
are entitled to meet once a week in a hall—Drexel hall— 
which is located at Cottage Grove avenue, Fortieth 
street, and Drexel boulevard, and dance, play cards, eat 
fice cream and cake, and get generally well acquainted. 
There is usually an entertainment of some kind first 
and this is provided for, along with the refreshments 
and other inducements by Mrs. Cloa Arabella Parker, 
who is at the head of the organization. 

* 
Matrimonial Agency May Develop. 

Now, while this order is neither advertised nor 
Claimed to be such, there is nd doubt but that it may 
dévelop into an extremely respectable and desirable mat- 
rimionial agency. At the meetings everything is done 
to promote a feeling of cordiality and friendliness be- 
tween the young strangers within the gates, and this, 


. added to the wndentiable attraction that all strangers 


have for each other, will probably work wonders in the 
marriage market. 
In a little hooklet of verse which Mrs. Parker has 
gotten up herself, she touches lightly but suggestively 
on the marriage question. She says: 
Yes, marriage is sweetest, and marriage is best, 
When love is transcendent—when love is the test. 
The queen of one heart—to be queen of the home, 
‘The dream of most women, though oftén they roam. 
Ye another verse she avers: 

_ Po wed without love, good health, money, or home, 
A sin that would reach to high heaven's fair dome. 
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So come to our club, for we welcome you all, 
The young and the old—both*the short and the tall. 
The age limit set by Mrs, Parker is 18 years. After 
that anybody can join. She is an enthusiastic little 
woman and confident that in time her club will be one 
of the best known and most helpful organizations in 
the city.

Y. W.C. A. Comprise Another Guard. 

The Devotees, then, comprise one body who spend 
their time in looking out for the stranger within the 
gates. Another—the Y. W. C. A. 

At every depot in town this organization has a 
woman stationed to meet the trains. She wears a pur- 
ple badge which blazons forth in gilded letters, “ Trav- 
elers’ Aid.” Ghe keeps her eyes open for uninitiated 
pieces of femininity and pownces on them immediately 
they are sighted. She calls them “My dear,” and asks 
them all about themselves, where they are from, where 
they are going, and what they intend to do. If. they 
have money. she takes them to the Young Women’s 
Christian association, and if they have not she does 
the same thing, and there they may stay until they 
have become located—and afterwards. During the time 
they are in the home their moral welfare and phygical 
comfort are carefully looked after. Whén they go: out 


that she is a stranger no longer, but a belonger. 

The Y. MC. A. does not advertise as a detective 
bureau, but in reality and in a perfectly good and re- 
spectable way, it is. It is next to impossible for the 
strange young man to elude its officials. All the large 
cities in the country work together for the benefit of 
the stranger. They have a card system which is a 
good one. 


* s 
Officials Keep in  » T ouch. 


The officials who have chargé of the travelers’ aid 
work in one city, keep in close touch with the officials 
in another. When a young man ieaves one place for 
another—say cagd, a card precedes him. The card 
reads as follows: 

“Mr. So-and-So arrived in at such and such 
a time and from such and stich a place. He is a fwhat- 
ever his occupation may be). He is coming to your 
city and while there his address will be . This 
information is given you without his knowledge: Look 
him up; keep in touch with him, and advise me regard- 
ing him and his movements.” 

How is this for detective work? What chance has 
the strange young man of eluding this close observa- 
tion? None in the world. Immediately upon his ar- 
rival in the city he is visited by members of the Y. 
M. C. A, and is invited to become one of them. He. is 
taken into the clab, upon the payment of the usual 
initiation fee and then all the privileges of the institu- 
tion are open to him. Should he feel that he is not 
able to become a bona fide member he is assured that, at 
any rate he is welcome to the use of the library and 
that the wil] always be made one in the various games 
and free entertainments in which the real members of 
the institution take an interest. 

Should he fail to show a desire to benefit by al] 
that is held open to him, he is made a special subject of 
prayer and study and interest. The real members of 
the Young Men's Christian association, gather him, as 
it were, under their wings, and strong and wily is the 
young man who in the end succeeds in escaping and 
becoming a stranger.

Women Devote Lives to the Work. 
~ There is a deaconess society, connected with the 
Methodist church of the city. It is composed entirely 
of women who have devoted their lives to Philan- 
thropy. They wear uniforms of black, with white ties 
and small bonnets, and are to be seen fn the highways 
and byways doing good in a simple, unostentatious

Letters are given them.to the churches atid .there 
endeavors are made ‘to get them to join the various so- 
cieties which have te do with church life and the social 
side of piety. In this manner the stranger soon finds 


tl duty is to see that the foreigners coming to 
tityeare safély cared for and put out of the way 

of temptation. Whenever they are notified that such 
& girl is on her way, a deaconess_is deputed to go to 
the station and gather her in. Once eapied she is taken 
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to the home and cared for until she obtains employ- 
ment. Even then she is kept under the gentle super- 
vision of the deaconeésses,.who make it a point to see 
that she is located in a church of the faith to which 
she belongs and of the language which she speaks. It 
has been said that fewer emigrant girls go wrong in 
the city of Chicago than in any other place in the 
United States. 

Chicago's care for strangers extends even unto the 
ex-convicts, those men, supposed, having once been in 
jail, to become outcasts on the face of the earth. These 
men are made the special object of interest of the Sal- 
vation army, which has provided ‘an industrial institu- 
tion, especially for their benefit. 


* 
Ex-Convicts Offered Fighting Chance. 

At this place the men are put to work at sorting 
rags, mending furniture, and doing all sorts of odd 
jobs. For this work they are given small wages and 
their board and room. As soon as they have proved 
that they are really repentant and anxious to do right 


and that they are willing to go out in the world and, 


take a square stand among men in an effort to redeem 
the past the officers of: the army make it a point to 
See that they get a place somewhere where at least 
they will have a fighting chance. ° 

Not long ago an ex-convict came to the Salvation 
army seeking aid. He was a most decrepit looking ob- 
ject, unshaven and unshorn. He walked as the men 
walk who have spent unsavory months of their life 
within the sordid walls of the “pen” and about his 
eyes was the expression which comes from the punish- 
ment which only men can inflict on their kind—the pun- 
ishment of aversion and evasion and the refusal to 
“give a feller” another chance, 

“I'm from—N’ Yawk,” he told the lieutenant at the 


army headquarters. | 
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“ You're not—you're from Joliet,” replied the other 
quietly. The face of the ex-convict flushed. 

“Don’t take it to heart, man,” said the lieutenant, 
“I'm not trying to be hard on you. I just want you 
to play square with me and I'll play square with you. 
No use trying to hide this thing—you can’t do it.

held in. the west. 

The crowd will undoubtedly go wild. Hand- 
_gerchiefs, hats, canes, and umbrellas will go 

yp in the air. The scene in the grandstand 
will “ beggar description,’”’ as usual. In all 
probability the victorious driver and his 
jubilant mechanic will be hoisted on the 
shoulders of frantic admirers and carried 
away; the news will be telegraphed tothe far 
corners of the earth. Perhaps a new record 
will have been made. Then the enthusiasm 
will go beyond all bounds and the riot and 
ruction of applause be indescribable. 

And after the show, after the “ shouting 
and the tumult dies,”” and the crowd wends 
{ts way from the scene of the great con- 
test. a few hard headed, shrewd business 
men will check up the results and know just 
how well the event has “ paid.’ 

For beneath all the fanfare and frou-frou 
in the stands, the fuss and glory, the spec- 
tacular side of automobile racing is the prac- 
tical, iron hand of Business—Business with 
a big B—which reckons records, crowds, 
races, and their results from the calm though

Business the Real **Backbone.” 

It is sport, this time killing, nerve wrecking 
game of automobile racing, but more than 
sport—it is business. It is spectacular, but it 
considers the $ sign. There is picturesque- 
ness galore, dash and recklessness in the 
work of running the speeding cars, but the 
basis of it all is the industry, the making and 
selling of motor cars in America. No sport, 
for the sake of sport, could stand the cost 
of such racing. No clique of men could be 
found to subscribe the sums necessary for 
the furtherance of a project like the Indiana 
and Cobe trophy races. Motor racing is the 
game of kings, of money kings, and the total 
eost of the two days of racing at the end of 
the week will mount up into figures that 
astonish the layman.

‘tthe motor racer, the double turn, where one 
sharp curve is made only to find oneself 
face to face with another. These are the 
curves that bring the accidents and tear the 
lives out of tires. 

But save for these two drawbacks the 
course aproaches the ideal. Not a railroad 
crossing mars its path, not a dangerous dip 
interferes with the level of the roadbed. It 
is as near a’racing track as perhaps may be 
found on roads anywhere in the country. 
From Cedar Lake to the little town of Low- 
ell there is six miles of straight roed. At 
Lowell there are two turns, both harmless, 
and then a short straightaway to the long 
stretch, the nine mile straight away to the 
finishing point where the drivers can “ let ‘er 
out to the limit.” , 

As to its roadbed, the course is declared 
to be the best in America. In the begin- 
ning, before the roads were touched by the 


measuring parts and cars, and making sure 
that the cars that start In the race are the 
game as are sold under their respective names 
to ihe every day automobile purchager, 
For the race of the 18th for the Indiana 
trophy, thirty horsepower is the Nmit; for 
the big event, the Cobe trophy race, the horse- 
power may run up to sixty. This eliminates 
the freak racer of 120 to 140 horsepower, and 
makes both events essentially practical 
tests.

Public Bears the Brunt. 
In the total expenditure incident to the 
events this is only a “ drop in the bucket.” 
The manufacturers and the public will bear 
the brunt of spending the big sums that will 
change hands in Lake county, Ind., during 
the two days. Thirty cars are entered by 
thirteen different manufacturers. Every car

that races will represent an outlay of $5,000 
on the part of the owner, outside of the 
Value of the car. 

Thus, $160,000 of manufacturers’ money will 
be spent in the few hours necessary to run 
the races. If any cars are wrecked or dam- 
aged, this amount will be considerably in- 
creased. And all this is but a small part of 
the total. 

It is the public, the dear, necessary public, 

that stands at the roadside and gets its 
throat full of dust in order to cheer the whiz- 
sing heroes that will pay the heaviest end of 
the bill. It is expected there will be 800,000 
people lining the course if the most conserva- 
tive estimates are justified. They will spend 
&@n average of $10 each, at the lowest guess, 
and most of the $10 will stay in Lake county, 
Ind. Thus $3,000,000 will be expended for the 
Privilege of watching two races which will 
cost, when all is reckoned up, probably 
$500,000 :

The lesson of 
the first Vanderbilt cup race is fresh in the 
minds of all promoters. .Then the crowds 
swarmed on the track and there were times 
when the cars were racing head on at a solid 
bank of humanity, the crowd giving way in 
the nick of time and opening up to permit 
a passage. Sometimes a car swerved a little.

entirety by a pleasure seeker, there is no fond ee ea a eee Paks 
" of it that has not been so covered with- 
ut accident or serious inconvenience. Some 
problems there must. always be on the small- 
er streams, and some plans must occasional- 
ly fo awry, but these are the things that 
give zest to 8 waterway outing. - 

To avoid serious mishap it is only neces- 
gary to plan well and allow ample’time for 
the journey. My troubles were largely due 
jo the fact that I covered in twelve deys 
what should have been about a four weeks’ 
trip, 1 frequently traveled ‘unnecessarily 
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stand why any one else should be. A small 
craft, that could be portaged at the dams, 
would have made the trip easter. Such a 
craft woulll not prevent the use of regular 
river boats where there are any, for it can be 
ghipped by the same river packet that its 
owner ses to cover the larger rivers, .It ts 
ge mere matter of having a craft light enough 
to be portaged, for the dams constitute the 
geal ‘rouble.

Navigation Problems Keep Up Interest. 

However, I chose ta engage my boats as I 
@ent along, I was in a hurry, and I went into 
the river at Fulton. I thought I was going 
fn once before, just after portaging a dam 
below Stoughton, when we got into the rap- 
ids, but my boatman carried me through 
there all right. There was no particular in- 
eldent during the major part of that trip. 
Indeed, it was really delightful, offering 
gome picturesque scenery and an occasional 
inciéental problem of navigation that was 
fust enough to keep interest alive. The dams, 
with one exception, were not difficult, and 
we portaged them-quickly and easily. 

In that one case a genial old farmer, intent 
on making things pleasant for those who 
use the river, had protected the approaches 
to his private dam with barbed wire, and 
we got some scratches there. It is not easy 
to portage even a skiff under, over, or 
through a barbed wige fence. The wires that 
were stretched clearsacross the river, the 


reason for which I explained fn a previous 


article, were much more exasperating, but 
they were. usually strung on straight 
gitretches of river where the current was 
light, and we could see them in time to make 
preparations. So we passed them without 
serious trouble. 

We had luncheon at a farmhouse at Dun- 
kirk, almost in the shadow of an old mill,

The boatman and I both declared that noth- 
ing would suit us better, and I herewith tes- 
tify for the benefit of gastronomical experts 
that, after six or seven hours on the water, 
pie and coffge make a fine luncheon. 

Socasichat’ rapids, none of them serious, 
gave us a little entertainment: during the 
afternoon, and we passed seyeral minor trib- 
utaries of the Yahara that the boatman as- 
sured me were easily negotiable by canoe 
to various towns some miles on either side. 
These side trip possibilitiés were numerous 
all the way to the Mississippi, and the trib- 
utaries naturally. became larger and more 
important as we journeyed down stream. 

Then we passed the last barbed wire en- 
tanglement—the last of which the boatman 
had knowledge, that is. He assured me that 
we then had clear going, with the exception 
of a dam at Fulton, all the way to Janes: 
ville on the Rock.* The dam at Fulton had 
been washed out and was undergoing re- 
pairs, which shut us off from the easiest 
portage, but we got by all right. 

The river below Fulfon makes an frregular 
loop. Passing the front door of Fulton above 
the dam, it swings back after a pretty de- 
tour and passes the back @oor of Fulton. 
Just at this back door is a bridge, and just 
above this bridge is a bend that conceals the 
bridge from view. If one undertook to trap 
people using the river there could be no bet- 
ter place to string barbed wire than under 
this bridge, where the channel narrows and 
the current is swift.

Wire Does Ite Full Duty. 

The wire is there, all right—two strands of 
tt, strung in the gloom-under the bridge 
itself. Owing to this gloom and the bend in 
the river, we were fairly on the wire before 
We saw it. We were also being swept along 
by the swift current. There was no help 
for us then. The boatman made a jump 
for the bow in the hope that the wire might 
be loose enough to be lifted and let us pass 
under. But the wire was tightly strung. 
Furthermore, there were two ‘wires—one 
about level with the water and the other 
about a foot above it. Again, the current 
ran us against these wires before there was 
& chance to do anything, and the current also 
swung us broadside to the wires the: moment 
our progress was impeded. We both grabbed 
them and tried to force them up so that we 
could pass under. We did pags-under. ‘The 
swift current. bélow and the impeding wires 
above promptly overturned us, and we were 
on the other side of the wires when we came 
up. ae ws 
Fortunately the water was only about four 
or five feet deep and we waded ashore-with 
the skiff. Likewise, I saved my camera, with- 
out damage, that being my first thought 
when I got my head above water, but every- 
thing else was soaked. 

We stood on the shore, dripping, and looked 
&t each other. Then we expressed our joint 
Opinion of the man who.strung those wires.

It finally became so unbear- 
able that I decided to see if there was not 
something in my suitcase a little drier than 
what I had on, and, it being difficult to in- 
vestigate the suitcase in the skiff, I instruct- 
ed him to stop at the nearest farmhouse.

There are also innumerable private 
launches, many of them owned by people 
who have Summer homes on the river, and 
most of these, unless they have pleasure 
parties aboard, will help you along with 
the same good nature that the farmer “ gives 
you a lift’’ on the road when he happens 
to be: going your way. They are likely to 
be particularly obliging to the man who is 
making a long trip, for that interests them. 
But, again, I was unfortunate: the launches 
were usually going up stream when I was 
going down. So, to the Mississippi, I had to 
arrange for my. own means of transporta- 
tien, which meant a delay of several hours 
at every dam I did not portage. 

Janesville to Beloit—a short run—wes made 
by ekiff, and was uneventful. A raitroad 
runs along one bank of the river all fhe 
way, #0 we seemed never to get away from 
civilization, as. we did on the Yahara and the 
upper Rock. The Rock, above Janesville, 
by the way, offers probably greater possibi!- 
ities than the Yaharea. It is, of course, the 
lafger river and extends through Lake 
Kashkonong and Watertown almost to Wau- 
pin. Just how far it is navigable, even by 
canoe, f.do not know; but it must be fora 

mich longer distance than the Yahara. And 
fram Lake Koshonong the Bark river ex- 
} direction of Pewaukee and al- 
most to lIwaukee. Here again, however, 
the distance that is navigable, even by 
cance, is a matter of speculation. It is men- 
stoned merely to show some of the minor 
waterway: possibilities. 

At Beloit I had my first real experience 
with a problem, mentioned incidentally al- 
ready, that confronted me many times later. 
There was no motor boat below the dam, 
nor was there suffielent’ water to make it 
safe for one 6f any draft for several miles 
downstream.

My. problem was finally solved, as were

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ing downstream for a motorbogt to come 
up and meet me part way and then taking a 
akiff for the first part of the journey. In 
this case, the motor boat was to meet me at 
Ho-no-ne-gah, a Rockford resort that is just 
a little below the dam at. Rockton. Three 
boys undertook to take me to Ho-no-ne-gah 
in a punt. We had to trim that punt care- 
fully, for it leaked just above the water line 
on ore side, and any time one of us inad- 
vertently leaned to that side the water gur- 
gied in. Still, the fact that there were three 
was helpful, for they took turns at the oars 
and relieved me of the necessity of agsisting 
in the portaging. 

The river below Beloit is an uncertain 
proposition for several miles, and it was easy 
to see why no motor boat cared to come 
up, even without considering the dam at 
Rockton. It is shallow, with numerous is- 
lands, and the best channel is difficult to 
pick. We evidently got the wrong one on two 
or three occasions. After the river deepened, 
however, the ride was pleasant, barring only 
the occasional gurgling of the water into 
the boat when we happened to tip a little 
too far to one side. But.the contents of my 
suitcase were not yet dried out, so the pos- 
gibility of a little additional water did not 
disturb me much.

At Rockton the Pecatonica river flows into 
the Rock, offering new boating possibilities, 
and a short distance up the Pecatonica the 
Sugar river joins it. A good many. years 
ago the Pecatonica loomed suddenly large 
in the news dispatches as @ new found home 
of the pearl. Somebody had found a pearl 
in a clam shell. A local jeweler pronounced 
it a genuine pearl, and a Chicago jeweler 
confirmed this decision. This, according to 
my recollection, was at the town of Peca- 
tonica. Anyhow. there was no holding the 
people after the discovery of that pearl. 

Everybody quit business and went after 
pearls. Skiffs were begged, .borrowed or 
stolen, and those who could not get skiffs 

‘ waded into the river and drew in clams with 
rakes.

Below Rockton dam there are, as usual, 
shallows, but théy ‘provdd no serious ob- 
stacie to the punt, and the launch was wait- 
ing at Ho-no-ne-gah.

The launch was a good one, and the ride 
to Rockford was a welcome.relief after the 
skiffs and punts.

Summer homes and launches 
become numerous again as we neared Rock- 
ford, but it was the old story of everything 
above the dam and nothing below. .

From Rockford to the Mississippi the jolur- 
ney wae made largely upon.the combina- 
tion plan already described—skiffs for some 
distance below the dams and motorboats the 
rest. of the way to the next dam.
